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stream or body of water. In 1902 the Legislature added to the 
duties of the State Board of Health by providing that the 
Board should have supervision of the sources of water and iee 
supplies, with power to prohibit the use of water or ice when, 
in its opinion, it was so coHtaminated, unwholesome, or impure 
that the use thereof endangered the public health. It further 
provided that the Board should consult and advise relative to 
proposed water supplies, or the disposal of drainage or sewage. 

Becognizing the responsibility thus laid upon us, on April 
14, 1904, under the authority of Section 2, we issued an order 
that after that date no city, town, village, community, public 
institution or individual should empty any sewage into any body 
of water, spring, or stream tributary thereto, when such water 
is used by any city, town, village, public institution, individual, 
or by any water or ice company as a source of water or ice for 
domestic use. This order was not retro-active, hence the many 
instances in which, for a long or short time previous to this date, 
various streams or bodies of water had been polluted by persons 
or towns discharging their sewage into them, it is claimed that 
they had a right to do so. We are of the opinion that neither 
individuals nor corporate bodies can ever acquire a right to do 
or cause to be done any act which shall in any way become det- 
rimental to the public health, or to that of individuals. This is 
apparently a question for our courts to decide. 

In our last biennial report we stated that there were several 
cities or villages having a water supply so polluted that it was 
a menace to the health of all users of such water; hence we had 
issued a warning notice to the cities and villages that they must, 
within a year, procure a pure water supply. Some of these 
towns began a serious consideration of the problem, and all but 
two have provided a system which promises to give a pure and 
wholesome water supply. It has been a great surprise that in 
this enlightened age there should be in this good state of Ver- 
mont two towns that prefer to allow their people, and persons 
temporarily visiting their towns, to suffer from the results of 
the use of such contaminated water. Under a section of the 
Public Statutes we are obliged to ask the Court of Chancery to 
enforce the prohibition of the domestic use of this polluted 
water. At the present time there exists no authority by which 
any unincorporated village can legally provide itself with a 
system by which they may dispose of their sewage. The select- 
men of a town can lay drains for the purpose of disposing of 
surface water, but cannot provide for the laying of pipes for 
the disposal of sewage. We would recommend that the next 
Legislature provide, by a general law, that the selectmen of a 
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town shall, on petition of a certain number of citizens or by 
order of the Board of Health, provide a system by which sewage 
in any portion of their town may be disposed of in a sanitary 
manner, without discharging into any stream or body of water. 

In providing a pure water supply, or a system for drainage 
disposal for a municipality, the most efBeient and economical 
method to pursue most often requires the skilled work and judg- 
ment of a trained sanitary engineer; hence we recommend that 
the State Board of Health be authorized to appoint such person 
possessing the requisite qualifications to be known as Sanitary 
Engineer to the State Board of Health, such engineer to render 
such aid and perform such duties as the Board may require of 
him, from time to time, and make reports and recommendations 
to the Board as to the best manner of installing water or sewage 
systems. 

In securing a gravity system of water for the use of a town 
a most important consideration is the iuspeetion of the water- 
shed which supplies the springs or streams which it is proposed 
to use. Alao, in installing a system of sewers, an inspection of 
the village and its environment is first to be considered. The 
same is true when nuisances are said to exist ; an inspection must 
be made as the first step towards its abatement. Upon the Sec- 
retary, as the Executive Officer, has devolved this work. So 
much has his office work increased that the prompt service usually 
given to these inspections has recently been somewhat delayed. 
The Board has authority to employ such assistants as it shall 
judge necessary; however, its appropriation will not allow the 
funds necessary for such a purpose. 



The report of the Director of the Laboratory is herewith 
transmitted for your consideration. The work in the examina- 
tion under the Pure Food Law, as well as other departments, is 
fully set forth. 

You will note that there has been a continual increase in 
the work performed by the Laboratory staff. This is gratify- 
ing, especially as it serves to establish the iisefulness of this 
branch of our public health service, demonstrating that it 
annually returns to the state much more than the appropriation 
given to defray the expense of its maintenance. However, it 
must be apparent that with the continually increasing demands 
upon its service there must be a commensurate increase iu the 
annual appropriation made by the state for its continued 
service. 
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There should be some revision of the Pure Food Laws to 
make them more fully harmonize with the United States Law, 
especially with reference to slaughter houses and the care and 
handling of meats. 

TUBEBCULOSIS. 

This scourge of the human race which, for centuries has 
claimed its victims from all classes of society, is at the present 
time engaging the attention of the civilized world, with a deter- 
mination to eradicate it from every country. For this purpose 
oi^anizations, municipal, state, national, and international have 
been formed to study into the causes that lead to its develop- 
ment, and seek the means of prevention. The International 
Congress on Tuberculosis is to meet for the first time in this 
country. This Congress' is to be held in Washington, D. C, 
beginning the twenty-first of nest September. At the suggestion 
of Your Excellency, and upon the request of the officers of the 
Congress, this Board has extended to various state, municipal 
and other organizations an invitation to send delegates to attend 
its sessions and thus become identified with this great philan- 
thropic movement. The opportunity for our people to meet 
and hear the causes, and the best known methods of prevention 
and cure discussed by the distinguished scientists of the world, 
is one that will not again be available for many, many years. 
We would make an ui^ent appeal for a large representation 
from thrae organizations. 

The munificent gift, by our loved, honored and now lamented 
Senator, Bedfield Proetor, of a sanitorium for the treatment of 
citizens of our state who may suffer from this plague, has caused 
Vermont to be recognized as being in the front rank of those 
who seek to stay this great destroyer. Out of grateful respect 
to the memory of Senator Proctor, and as a just appreciation of 
the philanthropic purpose of this gift, we would recommend that 
an official delegation be appointed by Your Excellency to repre- 
sent the state at the meetings of this Congress. 

The Legislature early recognized the importance of educa- 
ting the people upon all points in this disease by creating the 
Tuberculosis Commission, which at the proper time will un- 
doubtedly report to you the result of the efforts made, as 
required by their appointment. Of an act passed in 1902 the 
first section reads, " Every physician engaged in the practice 
of medicine in the state of Vermont shall, immediately upon the 
passage of this act, submit to the Secretary of the State Board 
of Health, the names and addresses of all persona under his 
treatment for tuberculosis and thereafter each case within one 
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week after applying for treatment." We regret to report that 
the Dumber of eases submitted to the Secretary in any one year 
has never equaled more than one-half of the deaths for the same 
year from the disease, although blanks for reporting these eases 
have been widely distributed. Evidently the profession stands 
in need of education relative to the importance of making these 
reports as set forth in Section 2. In controlling the spread of 
any communicable disease the first great essential is to locate 
the place where the disease exists. It is also necessary to know 
the history of the individual's environment, and all particulars, 
as by these means we learn the manner of preventing the recur- 
rence of other cases. In 1885, the year before the establishment 
of the State Board of Health, the number of deaths from tuber- 
culosis, in this state, was 805. Since then there has been a 
gradual reduction in this mortality down to the present time, 
in 1907, when the number was 463. We believe this reduc- 
tion in mortality has been the direct result of the gradual adop- 
tion of improved hygienic conditions in general, better living 
in families, especial^ greater care in the use of impure milk and 
meats, the further protection from the inclement seasons by 
better homes and clothing, more fresh air, better ventilation of 
school houses {although in all these respects there is much room 
for further improvement). These changes have rendered the 
individual less susceptible to the specific germs. By means of 
continued efforts along educational lines, and the added force 
of example and precept from the sanitorium at Pittsford, there 
is reason to expect a more rapid decline than has already taken 
place. 

EDUCATIONAL WOEK. 

In 1899, by the authority of an act of the Legislature of 
1898, a School for Health Officers was held, and has become an 
established annual educational factor in the sanitary work of 
the state. The attendance by local health officers and others 
has given an opportunity for the dissemination throughout the 
state of the principles of practical sanitary science. The 
presence of the President or Secretary of the State Board at 
the summer schools for teachers and the agricultural institutes 
of the State Board of Agriculture have given a further occasion 
for diffusing the principles of hygiene. The Bulletin, published 
by the Board, is, we believe, much appreciated, and a great aid 
in an educational way. Ten thousand are mailed every quarter. 

THE EYES, EARS AND THBOATS. 

The examination, as required by law, of the eyes, ears and 
throats of the school children was made last September. The 
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reports of these examinations, whicli should have been returned 
at once, have come in slowly. Thirty-eight towns and six incor- 
porated districts have at this time, April 1, failed to report. 
The towns reporting show that 40,296 pupils have been exam- 
ined. Of these 13,044, or 32 per cent., were defective. In 1905, 
16 towns failed to report. In those reporting for that year, 
41,373 children were examined, of whom 14,290, or 34.5 per cent., 
were found defective. In 1907, 38 towns failed to report. 
These same towns, in 1905, reported 4,232 pupils examined, with 
1,434, or 33.8 per cent., defective. While the parent or guardian 
of each defective was notified, in 1905, as the law requires, and 
advised to consult their family physician or an oculist, in order 
that such defect might, if possible, be removed, in too many 
instances this advise was not followed. 

VITAL STATISTICS, 

Vital statistics are the base upon which state and municipal 
sanitation rest. Upon their accuracy often depends the entail- 
ment of property, the identification of individuals for various 
purposes, for pension, insurance, and so forth. 

The laws of the state provide for their being properly, fully, 
accurately and promptly reported. The physician or head of 
the family, the clergyman, the town elerk and the Secretary of 
the Stat* Board of Health are required to perform, each, a 
special duty. If the report of a marriage, birth or death is not 
promptly reported, with all the required details plainly written 
by the clergyman or doctor, then delay begins and a fine of those 
individuals may result. The town clerk must make a plain, 
legible, accurate transcript, and forward it within a given time 
to the Secretary of the State Board of Health, who must com- 
pile, classify and embody them in a general report within a 
given time. There has been an improvement, both in accuracy 
and promptness of these returns, during the past year. We 
regret to say that, in too many instances, we are obliged to ask 
for plainer writing and more careful accuracy in the filling in 
of blanks, and greater promptness in making the returns. 

DIVOECES. 

The number of divorces is increasing to such an extent as 
to threaten the stability of the state. The home is the founda- 
tion upon which rests the fabric of our government. The mar- 
riage relation entered into by a man and woman should he of 
the most sacred character, as they certainly are the creators of 
the home. This home, maintained by industry, frugality and 
peace, results not only in happiness to the home-makers, but 
here the future citizen is bom and reared, his character moulded, 
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the moral and mental elements developed which, in due time, 
give to the state and the nation their power and position in the 
world, la 1886 the number of divorces to the number of mar- 
riages was one in 20.{S ; in 1897 it was one divorce in every 
12.5; in 1907 one in 8.52. At this rate in the increase of 
divorces it will be but a short time before the divorces will 
equal the marriages. It is certain that, as a people, we should 
pause and consider what causes are at work to produce these 
startling results. We believe that many influences are at work 
to bring these about. First, the lax discipline in families; chil- 
dren and youth are not taught to render obedience to parents, 
hence do not respect them, nor heed the advice regarding their 
conduct. Being devoid of respect for paternal advice they seek 
freedom from the presence of those who offer it. ' Without any 
consideration or appreciation of what marriage and home making 
mean, or the sacred character of the vows supposed to be 
solemnly taken, they hastily assume this new relation, with as 
little sense of the responsibility they assume as they do in pur- 
chasing a pair of shoes, which, if they do not suit them, they can 
exchange at any time for another pair which they fancy will 
prove more acceptable. Therefore, instead of conforming to the 
new environment in which they find themselves, with united 
effort trying to assimilate their desires, adapting themselves to 
the new relations, they determine not to submit to the restraints 
necessary to overcome the petty differences and straightway seek 
release in the courts from the sacred obligations they had 
assumed to bear and forbear, to love and cherish, until death do 
them part. The home that was to be is deserted and another 
divorce goes to swell the number which disgrace the social life 
under the best government in the world. The remedies must 
be sought in placing, early in life, greater restraints upon the 
impulses tending to disregard the rights of others. The legal 
causes for which divorce should be granted should be reduced. 
The church should make more emphatic its teaching of the 
sacred character of marriage. The state, the church, the school 
should all unite in an effort to discourage hasty, ill-considered 
marriages. To this end we could well afford to return to the 
custom of requiring that no marriage should be solemnized until 
the intention of the parties to such marriage had for some weeks 
been announced in a public manner prescribed by law. Serious 
consideration should be given to the question whether divorced 
people should be allowed to marry again, especially when the 
divorce is obtained for others than the biblical causes, especially 
whether the church should allow its ministers to officiate at mar- 
riages of persons divorced except for the one cause. 
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AN AXAIjT^S of TfiE CAUSES OF DEATH IN 1907. 

We find that of the 6,131 deaths from all causes one-half 
of them resulted from seven causes which were, in the order of 
their mortality, as follows: Pneumonia, 682; organic heart 
disease, 581; tuberculosis, 463; apoplexy, 446; Bright 'a disease 
of kidney, 353 ; cancer, 337 ; senile debility, or old age, 226. The 
deaths from whooping cough were one less than from the three 
diseases of typhoid fever, measles and scarlet fever, five more 
than from measles, scarlet fever and diphtheria. Tet physicians 
and the heads of families fail to report whooping cough to the 
health officers and give little, if any aid in the prevention of its 
spread. The gradual increase in the mortality from organic 
heart disease and apoplexy emphasizes the necessity of a return 
to a less strenuous life. The deaths from all forms of tuber- 
culosis have been about the same for the last five years. If in- 
cipient cases were brought under treatment during this stage 
not only the death rate would be reduced, but the number of 
eases would decrease. With the opening of the Vermont Sani- 
torium for the care and treatment of these cases there ought 
to he a marked saving of suffering and of lives. One cause of 
the delay in the recognition of the cases in this stage is that hut 
few of them come under the observation of the physician. It 
is 30 insidious in its development that the patient and family 
attribute the apparent indisposition to a variety of causes and 
do not consult any medical authority until the diseaae is well 
into the second, or even the third stage. Even then it fre- 
quently occurs that both patient and friends have serious doubts 
of the diagnosis and postpone active and efficient measures for 
dilatory or experimental ones, and the golden opportunity to 
avert the diseased processes passes, and all there is left is to 
smooth the remaining months of life as much as kind and affec- 
tionate care can do. We would, if possible, impress upon all 
that whenever there is observed the slightest departure from the 
accustomed vigor of health, to remember the old adage, " A 
stitch in time saves nine," 

We note the increase in years of life, the average age now 
being 48^ years. During this year four persons have lived 
to be 100 or over :

Beattleboro, Vt., March 16, 1906.

Gentlemen: — Having examined your school building, we 
have to report that it ia unfit for use as a school building in its 
present condition. First, in not having sufficient capacity for 
the number of pupils you have to provide for. 

We were informed that in cold weather great difficulty is 
experienced in keeping it warm. The window space is very 
deficient, thus making the light insufficient for the pupils to do 
their work without straining their eyes, hence, making their 
vision defective. 

There is practically no ventilation. The air for wanning 
the buUding is furnished to the furnace from the cellar, hence 
ia vitiated to begin with. There are some flues in the walls of 
the different rooms which were intended to allow the foul air 
to pass out through them; however we found these were either 
filled with sawdust or the openings into them were closed by 
having a board nailed over such openings. Were these opened 
and emptied of their contents they would be useless as ventilators. 

The absence of coat-rooms where the outer garments of the 
pupils can be properly eared for was particularly noticeable. 

There is only one exit from the second story and that by 
a narrow winding stairway totally inadequate, especially should 
there be an alarm of fire ; no fire escapes are provided as required 
by law. 

The outhouses are so located that they are difficult to reach, 
especially in stormy weather ; several of the closets were out of 
repair, and hence could not be used. 

The kindergarten room, which we were informed was leased 
of privata persons, is entirely unfit in every particular for a 
schoolroom.

In view of these conditioDS and under the authority of No. 
44 of the Laws of 1904, we do eondenm this building as unfit for 
occupation or use as a school building until it is repaired and 
put in a aanitaiy condition approved by this board, provided 
that the schools now in session may continue to occupy it for 
the remainder of this school year ending next June. 

To make this building acceptable it must be made to eon- 
form to the regulations of this board, which are hereunto at- 
tached and made a part of this report. 

In view of the changes that will be required to make this 
building conform to these regulations we would suggest that 
more satisfactory results will be obtained at less expense by 
removing this building and building anew. However this is a 
matter for the consideration and decision of the people of the 
district. Should a new building be provided it must conform 
to the regulations already referred to.

Gentlemen :— ^The result of a visit to your village and an 
inquiry regarding the epidemic of scarlatina that has been pre- 
vailing there for many weeks and still continues, we find that 
it originated from a mild case which was not reported either by 
the head of the family or attending physician. Attention is here 
called to Section 19 of No. 113, Laws of 1902, which reads as 
follows : — 

" The head of a family in whose home there occurs a case 
of infectious or contagious disease dangerous to the public 
health, shall immediately give notice to the health officer of the 
town or city in which he lives. A physician who knows or aua- 
peeta that a person whom he has been called to attend is sick or 
has died of a communicable disease dangerous to the public 
health, shall at once quarantine and report to the health officer 
the place where such case exists, the name, degree of virulence 
and cause or source of the disease, and such other facts relating 
thereto as may be necessary for the health officer to make exam- 
iuation and act in the premises. If the head of a family or 
physician fails to give reasonable notice to the health officer of 
the existence of such disease, he shall, on conviction thereof, pay 
to the treasurer of the state a fine of not less than ten dollars, 
nor more than fifty dollars, with costs of prosecution." 
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From this you will observe that the physician is not required 
to know; " if he suspects " that he has to deal with a " com- 
municable disease " he is required " at once " to quarantine and 
report to the health officer. If the head of the family or physi- 
cian fails to do this, they are subject to a fine of not less than 
ten or more than fifty dollars, with costs of prosecution. 

Under authority of Section 9 of same act, the State 
Board of Health adopted rules and reflations relative to the 
prevention of scarlatina by means of full quarantine. 

You have a copy of Circular No. 9 relative to the course 
to be pursued to care for scarlatina and prevent its spread. 

In instituting quarantine for this purpose, the father, if he 
has had the disease, may be quarantined out, but once written 
notice having been served upon the family and quarantine estab- 
lished, all persons must remain out or in ; under no circumstances 
can any person go from such quarantined house or anyone enter 
except the attending physician, and he must take every pre- 
caution (by means of wearing over-suit or gown and disiafeeting 
his person) to prevent his conveying the disease to persons out- 
side the quarantined premises. 

You should in all cases see that such quarantined family 
are supplied with a medical attendant, nurse, and such provisions 
and supplies as may be necessary, the expense of same to be 
charged to and paid for by such family if able so to do, other- 
wise by the town. Should any person violate your quarantine, 
or in any way hinder you in your work, or the head of a family 
or physician fail to report suspected case of any conununicable 
disease, you should at once call on the State's Attorney to pros- 
ecute such person in accordance with the provision of Act No. 
113 of 1902. Great caution should be exercised in discharging 
a family from quarantine. Be sure that all cases have fully 
completed the stage of desquamation. In some cases it takes 
much longer than in others. All these things are necessary if 
you are to prevent the spread of the disease and stamp it out. 
In case you have reason to suspect that a case exists that has not 
been reported, you should at once make such investigation as may 
be necessary to determine if there are such case or cases, then 
take such action as your judgment may dictate. The attention 
of the people of your town should be called to the responsibility 
which the law places upon you as health officer, and the other 
members of the local board, as shown in suh-seetion 5, section 13, 
of No. 113, Laws of 1902.

Gentlemen: — Having made eid examination of the sehool- 
house in your village we find it does not conform to the legal 
requirements in the cubic feet of air space for each child. 

The light is insufficient. 

The floors need to be relaid. 

There are two water-closets, each with a single seat ; this is 
insufficient. They are dirty, showing want of care. The one for 
boys should be so placed that it could be lighted by a window, 
and should have a urinal. The janitor should be required to 
keep these and the whole house clean. 

In fact, such changes should be made as will cause the 
building to conform in all points to the rules and regulations 
of this board, as set forth in the subjoined circular which is made 
a part of this report. 

If this is not done during the summer vacation it wiU be 
our duty to condemn the building, under Act No. 44 of Laws 
of 1904.

The attention of this Board has been called to the recent 
death of two boy^ in Buriington, said by " rumors " to have 
been the result of poisoning by eating colored candy. 

We have visited the locality and made a thorough investi- 
gation of all circumstances connected with their sickness and 
death. The older boy, aged seventeen years, was not living at 
home, but the family in which he lived and where he was sick, 
assured us that during the time he had lived with them (several 
weeks) they had never known of his having candy of any kind ; 
the younger boy, aged nine years, was sick for ten days; the 
week before being taken sick, he had eaten with other members 
of his family of " Boston Beans," so called. These candies are 
peanuts, candy-coated. A younger member of the family has 
eaten freely of these candied peanuts since the death of this boy 
without any injurious results. 

Prom the history of the cases as given by both the families 
and the attending physician, there were no symptoms pointing 

(2) 
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to {wisoning of any kind. Further, we obtained some of these 
" Boston Beans " from the same dealer and from the same box 
the boy had been served from ; these have been examined at the 
laboratory and foand not to contain any arsenic or alkaloidal 
poison. 

Hence we are forced to the conclusion that the boys died 
from pneumonia as the death certificate stated. 

The above facts agreed with those previously obtained by 
the Health Officer.

To the School Directors of the Town of Newbury, 

Gentlemen : — Having made a careful examination of the 
schoolhouse in South Newbury, formerly known as District No. 
5, we find it is unfit for occupation or use as a schoolhouse. 
Under the authority conferred by No, 44, Laws of 1904, we do 
hereby condemn said building and closets, forbidding its use, 
until it is repaired or rebuilt in accordance with the regulations, 
a copy of which is herewith attached and made a part of this 
report, and its sanitary condition approved by this Board. To 
accomplish this it wiU be necessary to remove the closets from 
TUidemeath the buUding and acquire sufficient land to place 
them at least twenty feet from the building, making them into 
what are known as dry-earth-elosets, or, if possible to obtain 
water so as to make them fluah-closets, placing them in an annex 
to the building. Excavate nnder the building, placing the heat- 
ing apparatus there and properly ventilating the schoolroom, 
as required by the regulation of this Board. Have the basement 
BO enclosed tiiat it wiU be warm, dry and well lighted. The 
building should be reclapboarded over paper and perhaps re- 
boarded; replastered, or ceiled with matched boards; additional 
window space provided, ao that it will equal one-fourth of the 
floor space. Good, pure water should be provided for the pupils. 
XI is not for this Board to say whether you should put this build- 
ing in proper condition, or build a new building. However, you 
should have careful estimates made as to the relative cost of 
the two methods, together with the results, so that you will get 
the most satisfactory building for the least money.

Gentlemen: — A recent icspection of the Bchoolhouse in 
yonr town, formerly known as No. 2, was found not to meet 
the requirements of a sanitary building suitable for school pur- 
poses. You should at once proceed to make such changes as are 
required to make it conform to the requirements indicated in the 
circular of regulations issued by this Board and which are here- 
unto annexed and made a part of this report. 

Windows should be placed in the underpinning (which 
should be repaired) so that a free circulation o£ air may not only 
preserve the floor timber, but that the moisture should be 
removed. 

The closet should be removed from its present location, and 
two should be built at least twenty feet from the building, one 
for the girls and one for the boys ; they should be a considerable 
distance apart and their approaches shielded so that the chil- 
dren may enter them without observation. They should be kept 
clean and dry, their contents being frequently removed. 

The school room should be ventilated as indicated in 
attached circular, by enclosing the stove in a jacket as shown and 
described on the last page. 

While the location is not one that would be selected as the 
best for a schoolhouse, if the changes above recommended in the 
house are made, we believe the pupils will not suffer from the 
location. 

All of which is respectfully submitted in behalf of the State 
Board of Health.

Deae Doctoe: — In reply to yours of the 7th relative to the 
height of the room for the school building in South Newbury I 
have to say that with the present length and width of the build- 
ing it would require a little more height in order to give the 
requisite niunher of cubic feet of air space for the number of 
pupils indicated. This number of cubic feet might be obtained 
by making a sufficient extension of the building, without adding 
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to its height. There will have to be additional light admitted 
to the building, so that the area of glass shall be one-fourth of 
the floor space.

Dear Sir: — Tours of the 20th came in my absence, hence 
the delay in answering. In reply we must refer you to report 
made under date of May 11, 1907. In eKplanation would say 
that you must provide at least 250 cubic feet of air apace each 
for the number of pupils you expect to accommodate. Some 
win be small and others of a larger growth in a mixed school 
of that character. The glass in windows must be in area one- 
fonrth of the floor space. There must be provided for each 
pupil 30 cubic feet of pure air per minute, this to be introduced 
and removed so aa not to create uncomfortable drat^hts. 

You should have sufficient grounds not only for the proper 
location of two outhouses, but also for a playground, so that 
the children would not be in the highway at recess or at noon- 
time. We do not w^h you to make any mistake in the expen- 
diture of your moneys, hence we would advise that you secure 
the services of a reliable builder to examine what you have of 
a building at South Newbury and give you a detailed statement 
of the necessary cost of making it into a house that we can accept 
and allow to be used for school purposes; also the expense of 
building a new house that will meet all requirements, on a proper 
site, deducting the amount that the present house and lot can 
be sold for. In this wiay, only, wiU you be able to determine the 
wisest course for you to adopt. 

Keep in mind that it is not the thing that is bought for the 
smallest number of dollars that is cheapest in the end.

Dear Sib : — At the suggestion of the State Board of Health, 
that a filtering plant would be a desirable addition to the water 
supply for Brattleboro, I have carefully investigated different 
plans for filtering the water, and believing, all things considered, 
that the Jewell Mechanical Filter is the most desirabe one to use, 
I herewith send you documents giving a description of the filter, 
expert opinions regarding it, public tests of its efficiency, etc., 
and respectfully call your attention to the same. 

The plant of the Sunset Lake Water Company is so far 
completed that Brattleboro is now supplied through that Com- 
pany and the Chestnut Hill Reservoir Company with water by 
gravity. The additional source of supply, the Stickney Brook 
of Dummerston, will be turned into the system within a few 
weeks and I have planned to install in connection therewith a 
filter ^stem as follows: 
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Two acts of mechanieal filters, or units as they are called, 
each with a capacity of 500,000 gallons per day — or a total daily 
capacity of 1,000,000 gallons of filtered water. 

This is three or four times the consumption of the water we 
DOW furnish the village and the plant will be so arranged that 
additional units of equal capacity can be added as occasion may 
require. 

One strong point in favor of this filter, as you will notice, 
is that it can be placed below the reservoir without losing any 
appreciable amount of head. 

Kindly advise me whether this plan of filtration will meet 
the approval of the State Board of Health.

Dear Sir : — Yours with plans awaited my return from the 
School for Health Officers. You give the dimensions of the 
basement as 24x34. Are those also the dimensions of the school- 
room? Do you raise the roof up to get the additional three feet 
in height, or do you raise the building and drop down the sills T 
You do not say that the desks are to be new ones, but we expect 
they will be. They must be new ones, adjustable to the different 
ages of the pupils. You speak of setting the closets out twenty 
feet from the building. If I remember correctly that would 
bring them directly over the little watercourse back of the 
house. That could not be permitted. Your scheme for venti- 
lation could not be approved, as an attempt to run the foul air 
up in boxes in the partitions would not be satisfactory. The 
warm air should come in up seven feet from the floor, except 
the foot-warmers, the foul air being taken out from the bottom 
of the room. If you will look upon the second page of the 
Begttlations of this Board for architects or committees intending 
to change or erect buildings, a copy of which you have, you will 
see the specifications which you should provide for and which 
you should report to this office. One of the regulations with 
reference to the playgrounds you make no reference to. I am 
informed that you have a plan for a new building which you 
have not submitted to this Board.

Delab Sib: — ^We return the plana for a new school building 
which were received a few days ago. On the whole the plan is 
a good one. A few changes will be required to make it accept- 
able. These will increase the expense very little, if any. With 
this we send a copy of the Eules and Regulations of this Board 
relative to school buildings ; portions to which your attention is 
particularly directed are marked. 

The changes suggested are more window space, so that it 
will make them one-fourth of the fioor area; the warmed air 
from the furnace should enter the room about seven feet from 
the floor; the foul air should be taken out near the floor; regis- 
ters shovUd be provided in the floor for the pupils to warm their 
feet at when necessary. The present seats, if we remember cor- 
rectly, are old benches. These should be replaced by modem, 
adjustable seats and desks and should be so placed as to allow 
the light to come on the left, or back, or both. The water- 
closets should be under the front porch and should have sepa- 
rate ventilating flues ; this would prevent foul odors from gain* 
ing access to the school room. 

If we get the dimensions of the schoolrocan correctly, it 
would accommodate 58 pupils, requiring the windows to be 
enlarged, as already suggested. This is a large number of pupils 
of mixed grades for one teacher. If you desire to divide them, 
you could make the building two stories. This would of course 
require that the first story should be a little more substantial, 
but the building would not have to be quite so large, A school- 
room 25x25x12 woidd accommodate 30 pupils ; hence, if you had 
the two rooms, you would provide for twice that number. How- 
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ever, the question of a two-room bnilding ia one for your people 
to decide. The sanitary requirements woiild be the same for 
each room. How much more it would cost, if any, your builder 
can determine. 

In reply to your question if " the old house could be used, 
while you are building a new one," I will say, when it is 
defimtety determined that you are to build, we will consider any 
proposition yon may desire to present. Our chief desire is to 
aid you to hare a suitable school building provided with all 
sanitary requirements.

Gbntubmbn : — Youra of July thirty-first was received at my 
office during my abeenee. 

In reply, would say that we regret exceedingly that the 
citizens and voters of Newbury so far forget their dutiea to the 
school children and the necessity of training them to respect the 
laws and to become good citizens themselves, that they hesitate 
to comply with the legal requirements for providing the means 
for the education of any particular portion of the children of 
the town. 

The matter of transportation is not one that our Board has 
any authority over. That authority resides more especially with 
the Superintendent of Education. Neither have we the author- 
ity to erect school buildings, but are required to say that they 
shall be provided and built with reference to sanitary rules and 
regulations, of which you have copies. 

We regret that we cannot aid you any further than that. 
It is a simple matter for your town to accomplish, but appar- 
ently you are about to spend as much in the transportation of 
your pupils as a new building would cost you, and then in the 
end, you have the same problem on your hands. We should 
advise that you seek to harmonize any local prejudices that may 
exist, and apply yourselves to the solution of the problem of 
giving the pupils of South Newbury the privileges of a school 
as required by law.

Gentlemen :— An examination made of your village yester- 
day, July 24th, with reference to the surface water and its dis- 
posal, together with the sewage discharged from the hotel sewer 
and sink-drain from other dwellings, as well as the general sani- 
tary condition, leads us to make the following suggestions. 

The dry-closets which are in use should be given such care 
as may be necessary to prevent their becoming a nuisance. They 
should be cleaned, the contents being removed frequently; dr£ 
earth or sawdust should be provided for daily use as absorbants 
and deodorizers; no sink-drain should be allowed to discharge 
into any one of them. 

The sewer from the hotel which discharges into the marsh 
and small brook, when there is water enough to make a brook, 
should have the channel of said brook cleaned of all obstructions, 
weeds, grass or other things that may prevent a fair flow from 
the sewer ; during the warm months a disinfectant should be used 
on the contents discharged from said sewer. For this purpose 
a pound of chloride of lime dissolved in five gallons of water, 
one pound of blue vitriol dissolved in the same amount of water 
in separate vessels. When these substances are completely dis- 
solved, turn them together, stir, and add to the sewage, as dis- 
charged, a sufficient amount to thoroughly disinfect it for ten 
feet after it enters the brook. Do this every week. This dis- 
infectant can be used in open drains with good results. 

Manure heaps about bams should be removed every spring, 
and not allowed to remain to add their gases as they decompose 
to the atmosphere of near-by dwellings. 

The surface water from the south side of the street, start- 
ing from the Kendall store and adjacent buildings, should be 
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taken in a stone or tile drain down to the hollow, through which 
in wet times a little broob runs mider a bridge and on down 
through the meadow of Miss M. Douglaa, Into this drain the 
abutting houses should conduct their sink drains; however, It 
should be borne in mind that the surface and sink water cannot 
be allowed to accumulate in the hollow near the bridge, as it 
would make a nuisance there; hence, permission should be 
obtained of Miss Douglas to continue the covered drain down 
through her meadow as far as may be necessary to prevent its 
ever becoming a nuisance. The houses west <rf Miss Douglas' 
on the same side f>f the street, and which have open drains which 
discharge their jontents into the meadow and " dry brook " or 
open land adjoining, where it becomes offensive, should put in 
tile drain to enter the one going from the road down the meadow 
as alrea'Iy described. Frequent use should be made of the dis- 
iufectant previously recommended.

Having visited the addition recently made to Cherry Hill 
cemetery and to the spring which supplies and is used for 
domestic purposes by the family of Mr. M. H. Durkee, we find 
that the spring is forty feet from the north side of said ceme- 
tery ; that the spring is in a ravine which rises at a sharp angle 
to near the cemetery, from which point to about the middle of 
this newly added plot, where a ledge of rocks appear above the 
surface, there is considerable slope, so that all surface and 
deep drainage must be toward the spring. 

For this reason we believe that the burial of dead bodies in 
this portion of this plot of ground would be likely to contaminate 
the water of this spring, and would render persons burying any 
dead bodies in said portion of said addition to the cemetery to 
a fine under section 28 of No. 113 of the Laws of 1902. 

In that portion of this new addition between the ledge of 
rocks before alluded to and the highway, we believe that it would 
be proper and safe to bury bodies of the dead. Before any body 
is buried in that portion of this addition from this ledge of rocta 
and the fence forty feet from the spring, we should recommend 
that the Cemetery Association supply Mr, Durkee with a supply

An investigation into hygienic conditions at Lake Rayponda 
and vicinity, a summer resort in your town, resulted as follows : 
At this time the hotel and cottages and their surroundings are 
in sanitary condition. The sink-drain from the hotel kitchen 
discharges into the lake. The water-closets discharge into a cess- 
pool some distance from the house. This it is said is cleaned 
at intervals and contents buried. The analysis of the water 
from the l^e has never shown pollution; however, we do not 
understand that the lake water is ever used for domestic pur- 
poses. "Water for cooking and drinking is obtained from a 
spring, the water of which is good water. The water used for 
washing and other purposes except for drinking and cooking 
comes a long distance from the hillside in a lead pipe. This 
shows considerable lead and would be dangerous if used for 
drinking or cooking purposes. 

In the summer of 1905 we find that there were four eases 
of typhoid fever — three boys from New York and a man by the 
name of Shea, working for Mr. Stearns. This latter ease was 
the first case, and its source is not known. The source of infec- 
tion for the others is somewhat obscure. This man Shea sl^pt 
in Steams' bam, was walking about when he pleased, until he 
became too weak to do so, when he was removed to the village. 
In this ambulatory stage he was about on the aide hill, where 
there are various small springs. It is possible that these springs 
were polluted by the dejections of this man in his wanderings 
about the hill. The boys were roaming and playing on the 
same ground and were drinking, when thirsty, at any place 
where they found water. The boys had all been in ' ' Kay- 
ponda " from ten to fourteen days previous to the development 
of the disease. It is possible that they may have been infected 
previously, but more probable that the infection was from Shea. 
"Hie results of analysis of the various water supplies, both from 
the hotel and cottages, as well as from the springs supplying 
the Stearns house and other houses on the hill, did not indicate 
that any of these could have been the source of the disease. 

Abce Hayes, a maid in the hotel, was taken ill, and imme- 
diately went away, it was said, to the " Hospital " in Spring- 
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field, Mass. Inquiry, however, has failed to locate her, as no 
such person or ease is shown to have been admitted to the hos- 
pital. She stated before she left " Bayponda " that some years 
before she had the typhoid fever; it is therefore probable that 
her illness was of some other character. 

We have also failed to learn anything of the illness of Mr. 
Vincet, the clerk who was said to have been ill about the time 
the hotel was closed in October. The 20th of March, 1906, a 
man came from North Adams, Mass., to work for Frederick 
May, & farmer living about ten miles from " Bayponda." On 
April 1st he came down with typhoid fever. This case could 
not have had any connection with " Rayponda." It is the only 
ease of typhoid fever occurring in Wilmington since the eases 
above reported. 

SDMMABY. 

There were in September, 1905, four undoubted eases of 
typhoid fever in the summer resort known as Lake Rayponda 
in the town of Wilmington. These cases did not arise from any 
cause connected with the water supply, either of the hotel or 
cottages near by. 

It is probable Idiat a Mr. Shea who had typhoid of a mild 
type was walking around for a week or more before he was 
taken to the village of Wilmington. It is likely that he poUnted 
the water of some springs from which the boys, who subse- 
quently had the disease, drank. 

There is nothing about the hotel, cottages, or other sur- 
roundings that would tend to render the place nnhealthy or 
tend to commimicate typhoid fever. However, persons visiting 
there should not drink water from other than sources of known 
purity.

By request we have examined the water supply of Michael 
O'Bonrke. It appears that for a considerable distance beyond 
Mr. O'Rourke's house there is for a certain portion of the year 
a small brook which flows by his place. During a part of the 
year the water in said brook fails to show itself until near the 
rear of Mr. Garland Brown's house, when water appears in the 
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bed of the broofe, and within a very short distance becomes a 
stream of considerable size. The contents of the sink-drain 
from the house of Mr. Brown finds its way into this water; the 
pig-pen is so near that the washings from it are litely to wash 
into the stream. Mr. Brown has obstructed the flow of this 
stream so as to create a small pond, in which we found ducks 
sporting. 

We are informed that for a long period of years the water 
from this brook has been thus used by Mr. 'Kourke and former 
residents in this house as their only water supply for all 
domestic purposes. The question of the obstruction by Mr, 
Brown of this flow of water in such a way as to prevent its 
reaching the O'Rourke family is not a question which comes 
under the jurisdiction of this board, but would have to be settled 
by the courts. 

The pollution of streams or bodies of water used for 
domestic purposes is prohibited by law and is especially placed 
under the control of the board. We should advise that a sample 
of this water be taken from the point where the O'Rourkes take 
it for domestic use and sent to the Laboratory for analysis. 
You should give a written notice to Mr. Brown to take such 
care of his premises as wiU prevent this water from becoming 
polluted, if the analysis shows that such pollution exists.

Our attention being called to the bant, and buildings be- 
longing to the Glenwood Hotel with their surroundings, we have 
made careful inspection of the same. The cottages of E. J. 
Preston and Frank E. Allen being near the barn, they complain 
that the accumulation of manure and other refuse creates a 
nuisance which is troublesome, offensive and dangerous to their 
health, and dedre its removal. 

AH nuisances of this character come under the authority 
of the local board of health, see section 15, sub-section 1 of No. 
113, Laws of 1902 as amended in 1904. Written notice should 
be served upon the proprietors to clean these premises of the 
accumulated manure and all other decaying and offensive 
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material witAun a reasonable time ; immediate disinfection should 
be insisted upon, and sucli care in the future as will prevent a 
reourrence of any nuisance.

Dbab Doctob: — Having received a complaint relative to the 
offensive condition of the water supply of your city, and having 
visited the two reservoirs which are the source of your supply, 
it appears that repeated examinations of this water at the State 
Laboratory show it to be a good water free from pollution. The 
" fishy " smell and taste come from a vegetable growth known 
aa " algae," This is found in ponds, and swampy places, but 
not in running water. We shall have samples of water from 
both reservoirs tested again in order to determine accurately 
from which the most of the offensive odor eomes. The exam- 
ination indicates that its principle source is from the " Gate 
House " at the intake from the old reservoir; certainly there 
is a lai^e growth of this algae at this point. This should be 
cleaned thoroughly at once, the inside of the house repaired and 
white-washed. 

There is between the two reservoirs a swail and mucky 
place extending from the highway up toward the new reservoir; 
through this the water runs, and may receive from this source 
some of the flavor from which the water suffers. A stone flume 
to take the water as it is discharged from the new reservoir past 
this place would prevent further annoyance from this source. 
On a portion of the borders of the new reservoir there are 
patches of mucky soil, producing swail and noxious vegetable 
growths which should be removed. 

"We should further advise that such additional pipes be laid 
as will connect the new reservoir with the main delivery pipe, 
thiM making it possible to draw yotu- supply from either to the 
ing from the other. We understand that your pipes are flushed 
periodically ; in doing this great care should be taken that all 
" dead ends " are thoroughly washed out. In fact not only 
exclusion of the other, thus enabling you to clean one while draw- 
the pipes and gate house but the surroundings of the water 
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supply sbould be kept free from everyliiing that is likely to in 
any way contaminate it.

Having inspected certain portions of your town, we would 
herewith present the following report: — 

In Smithville, there are some six or seven houses where 
dr^ns empty either on the surface or into foul and overflowing 
cesspools; there does not seem to be any common drainage for 
these houses. A permanent remedy for this condition would be 
a sewer reaching the stream below the mill. The present condi- 
tions demand attention and each 'one of these drains and cess- 
pools should be abated as a nuisance injurions to the public 
health. There should be a repetition of this abatement as often 
as the nuisance is allowed to recur. 

On Smith Street, there are some dozen tenements which are 
without common sewerage facilities. They are supplied with 
running water, and the individual drains empty on the side hill 
above the river. This street could probably be sewered either 
into the river, or into the se\ver on High street. The sewer 
should of course be built to accommodate these houses and to 
abate the nuisance created by the drains emptying on the 
surface. 

On Andover Street are several tenement houses whose back 
yards and outbuildings are very filthy and which have no sewer 
connections. The owners of these tenements should be required 
at once to put in proper plumbing and to make proper sewer 
connections according to law. The back yards, sheds, and all 
the outbuildings should be very thoroughly cleaned up. 

In the rear of the Hammond Block is a horse stable and a 
dry-earth-closet. The closet should of course be removed and 
any closets allowed in the building in the future should be sup- 
plied with water and properly connected with the street sewer. 
The refuse from the stable has been allowed to accumulate about 
the rear of this building until it has created a nuisance which 
should be abated in the ordinary way. In the future, this stable 
should either be abandoned, or should be kept clean.

Gbnti^mbn :^Dr. Stiles, a member of the State Board of 
Health, having visited and inspected creameries at Sheldon and 
Sheldon Junction, it appears that at the " Capital," located 
at Sheldon the washings are discharged into the mill-pond of 
U, B. Northrop ; that there is not sufficient fall to prevent the 
drain pipe from becoming occasionally stopped up; in such 
case the contents set back and overflow on the snrFace of the 
ground, where it is liable to become a nuisance. 

To prevent this it is re com mended that a sewer pipe be 
properly laid from the creameiy down and through the pond 
and dam, dischai^ing below low water mark in the bed of the 
stream, at a sufficient point below the dam to insure its proper 
operation. 

In the case of the " Enrefea " at the Jimetion, there 
should be a pipe laid from this creamery to a point where it 
could be united with a pipe formerly used as a sewer and dis- 
charged into a stream below, the water of which is not used 
for domestic purposes.

Dear Sib: — Having made a thorough inspection of the 
building of the Bellows Free Academy we find it in good sani- 
tary condition, with the exceptions be^ noted, in each instance 
eiccompanied with directions for correcting such defect. 

The plumbing should be subjected to the smoke test in 
order to determine if it is perfect. The water supply from 
boti the shallow and artesian wells should be analyzed. When 
we have the report of this test and analysis we wiU make a 
supplementary report. 

Although it appeared from the statement of some persons 
present that at times there was an odor from the water-closets, 
which was present in the playroom to the extent that those 
who brought their dinners were unable to eat them, at the time 
of our visit no such odor was apparent. In order that this 
may not occur, we would recommend that the bowls of all 
closets be thoroughly washed out with some disinfectant every 
day and the urinals after every recess and intermission. An 
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eEBcient and inexpensive preparation for this purpose is made 
by dissolving one pound of chloride of lime in five gallons of 
water, also one pound of blue vitriol in the same amount of water. 
When they are thoroughly dissolved, mix them. Ton will then 
use of this mixture a half a pint in eaoh bowl and the same 
proportion in the urinals. A half hour before the noon inter- 
mission the doors opening into the rooms where the closets are 
shall be closed and kept so during the intermission, and the 
windows of the playrooms opened for a sufficient time to 
remove the foul odor. 

Food not eaten by the pupils should be returned to their 
pails and taken home. The boxes containing refuse should 
be emptied frequently. 

It appeared that during the recent term the janitor had 
been obliged to close three of the closets by reason of the pipes 
being fillwl with paper, so that they would not flush, nor could 
they be emptied. It was stated that the attention of the pupils 
had been called to this malicious mischief and the results 
pointed out to them, but this was not sufficient to prevent a 
repetition of this conduct. The parents of pupils should see 
to it that their children are made to fully understand the 
nature of such an offense and the serious consequences that 
might result from such malicious conduct. 

The primary room is overcrowded and some arrangement 
should soon be made to remedy this. 

There was no positive evidence that the recent cases of 
diphtheria occurring among the pupils of the school were 
caused by any of the conditions named above. It seems that 
eases of sore throat have existed in town for some weeks ; these 
were not recognized as diphtheretic ; it is, however, probable 
that some of them were of this character and that the disease 
was communicated to others who were made seriously ill. 
As some of these were pupils who were in school for some hours 
after they were really sick, we would recommend that the desks 
be cleaned with some disinfectant and all rooms thoroughly 
fumigated. For the present, all eases of even mild sore throat 
should be reported to the Health Officer in order that the dis- 
ease may be stamped out. He should examine any suspicious 
ces^ that may be present in school and, if he de»ns necessary, 
they should be sent home with the advice that their physician 
be sent for at once.

Dear StB: — In the report of this Board of December 8, 
1906, relative to the sanitary condition of the Bellows Free 
Academy, we stated that when the result of the smoke test of 
the plumbing and the analysis of the water supply was reported 
to OS, we would make a supplementary report. Having; these 
in hand, we are pleased to say that the test of the plumbing 
was entirely satisfactory, showing that it was all first class; 
there were not any places where gases could escape from it. 
The sample of water marked " tap-well " was good water; 
although not as soft as some waters, it is good, safe water for 
drinking purposes. The sample marked " weil-tap " showed 
high amount of chlorine, probably from pollution of animal 
origin, which may have found its way with surface water into 
the well. We would advise that this water should not be used 
for drinking. It would be proper to use it for fiushJng the 
closets. Such changes in the piping and storage of these waters 
should be made as will prevent the " tap- well " water from 
being mingled with the " well-tap " water. When the recom- 
mendations made in the report of December 8 and in this one 
are adopted, the Bellows Free Academy building will be in a 
first class sanitary condition, equal to any in the State.

Case of Local Board of Health versus Thomas Judge. 

Defendant appealed from an order of the Local Board to 
the State Board of Health. This order, dated June 28, 1906, 
was as follows: 
Thomas Judge, Esq., Brattleboro, Vt. 

Deab Sir: — An examination, by the local board of health 
for the town of Brattleboro, of the property owned by you near 
the corner of Canal and Washington streets in the village of 
said Brattleboro, shows that you have failed to comply with the 
order of this board heretofore given to you in regard to these 
same premises and which order was dated June 27th, 1905. We 
also learn that you have rented said premises, that the party to 
whom it has been rented has moved into the house on said 
premises and has paid to you one month's rent in advance. 
We find that the house on said premises is unsanitary and 
dangerous to the health of its tenants and the health of the 
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public. Tou are hereby notified to supply said house with 
flush water closets with an adequate supply of water and have 
the plumbing therein in accordance with the plumbing regula- 
tions of the State Board of Health and that you connect the 
same with the common aewer. The earth closet now in use 
must be discontinued and removed and all garbage and rubbish 
must be removed from the cellar under said house and from oflE 
the grounds about said house. 

All of the above must be done by you on or before the Ist 
day of August, 1906. Your failure to comply with this notice 
will make it necessary for the town of Brattleboro to do all 
the work herein required of you and the expense thereof will 
be collected of you and you will also be prosecuted by the 
State's Attorney of this county for non-compliance with this 
notice,

The State Board, after an examination of the premises and 
hearing the defendant, are of the opinion that the order of the 
Local Board is correct and should be complied with. In difault 
of such compliance within a reasonable time, all circumstances 
being taken into consideration, the Local Board should enforce 
such compliance, aa provided in the Statutes. 

The State Board are also of the opinion that the water 
from the well in the rear of the house is so contaminated, un- 
wholesome, and impure, as shown by analysis at the laboratory 
of the State Board, that the use thereof endangers the health 
of its users, hence the use of this water for drinking and culi- 
nary purposes is hereby prohibited. 

The State Board are further of the opinion, and would 
recommend, that the building be renovated and repaired and 
put in a proper and sanitary condition, if it is to continue to 
be used aa a dwelling house. The cellar should be cleaned, and 
windows put into the underpinning, so it can be ventilated. 
There should be proper traps connecting the sewer pipes of the 
house with the street sewer, also vent pipe as required by the 
regulations of this Board regarding plumbing.

Further, 
it is so situated that the drainage from this building must find 
its way into the stream back of it, the water of which, I under- 
stand, is used for domestic purposes, Mr. Edwards informed 
me that he should discontinue to use the building for the pur- 
poses of a slaughter house. Tou will see that this promise is 
complied with and that the premises are put in a sanitary 
condition.

meeting the requirements necessary to comply with the rules 
and regulations for a sanitary school house. As we were 
informed that it was the intention of your board to make repairs 
during the summer vacation we do not at tkis time condemn

the building, but skall require that, during the coming vacation, 
you make such changes and repairs as will make the building 
conform to the Rules and Regulations of this Board relating 
to school houses. These Rules and Regulations are hereunto 
annexed and made a part of thia report. 

The platform across the front of the building must be re- 
placed by a new one; on each side of the house, in the under- 
pinning, two windows, at least, must be placed, of sufScient size 
to admit plenty of fresh air for the preservation of the floor 
timbers ; sufScient land should be acquired to allow a passage 
around the building, so that a walk could be made to out- 
houses in the rear. There should be two, one for the boys and 
one for the girls, so arranged that they could be approached by 
the girls from one side and by the boys from the other. Each 
house should be at least twenty feet from the building and a 
fence should be so placed as to screen children from obserration 
in passing to and from these houses, which should be kept 
clean at all times, dry earth or sand being used daily to absorb 
all odors. 

The light does not meet the requirements. If each of the 
windows were extended up to the ceiling, it would probably 
increase the area sufficiently; if not, in addition, a window could 
be put in the back of the room. A new floor and new, adjust- 
able seats should take the places of the present floor and seats. 
. Ventilation should be supplied as indicated on the last page 
of the attached circular. If a water supply is not secured, 
fresh, clean water should be supplied and each pupil should 
have his own individual drinking cup.

Tou are therefore directed to see 
that, from the lat of May to the Ist of November of each year, 
the accumulations of all such refuse be removed every four to 
six weeks. All other offensive accumulations are to be treated 
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in the ssme way ; all premiseB to be kept clean and not allowed 
to become nuisances.

Dear Doctok: — An examination May 10th, with reference 
to a building being erected in the ravine west of your village 
and Bonth of your square, which is intended to he used as a 
slaughter house, shows that, in ease it should be used for such 
purpose, it could not affect the springs of water which are fur- 
ther south and upon higher ground, only in the event of a leak- 
age in the pipe down in the swamp below where any refuse of 
the slaughter house would drain into the swamp, and this, of 
course, is a very remote contingency. If this building is used 
as a slaughter house, the business should be so conducted that 
it wOl not become a nuisance by reason of unpleasant odors 
arising from decaying animal matter, or from the keeping of 
hogs under or about it. But no order with reference to this 
can be issued at the present time. When the above mentioned 
conditions arise, if they do, then your Jjocal Board of Health 
can make an order abating such nuisance.

Deae Doctor:— We have examined the basement plan for 
heating and plumbing your proposed school house. We regret 
that the plans were not fuller, showing just how it is proposed 
to complete the work in the superstructure. You have a copy 
of the Rules and Regulations promulgated by the State Board 
of Health regarding public buildings, especially school houses. 
Your heating and ventilating plant must comply with the 
requirements contained therein. (See bottom of third page.) 
Instead of saying in the first paragraph of specifications " to 
properly heat the building," it should guarantee to warm all 
rooms to 70 degrees Fahrenheit in any weather. Instead of 
saying in last paragraph at bottom of -page two, in specifications, 
" four times per hour," it should specify " not less Uian thirty 
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cubic feet per minute of pure air for each pupil will be sup- 
plied and so supplied as not to produce an uncomfortable 
draft." The difference in temperature between any two points 
on the breathing plan should not exceed three degrees. It 
should also be provided that the ventilating flues shall be of 
sufScieut size to readily introduce and remove the requisite 
amount of air from the room. The ventilation for the water 
closete must be by separate shaft, not into the shaft that venti- 
lates the school rooms. All conduits to be of metal, not of 
wood, 

Begarding the speciflcations for plumbing, the accompany- 
ing Begulations of this Board relative to plumbing should be 
a part of the contract, all work to be especially in conformity 
with them. All rain water pipes should be connected and pro- 
vided with traps under ground. The lavatories and drinking 
fountains should not be in water closets nor ^ould waste 
from them be into " closet tanks." All traps to be " Sanitas 
traps." On completion all work to be submitted to the smoke 
teat.

Deas Snt: — An inspection of the water shed from which 
the supply of water is derived that is used in your city indicated 
that, in the main, everything was, at this time, in a satiafactory 
condition. 

There were, however, one or two exceptions. The first was 
the Bock brook in Orange, which is, at present, in good shape, 
though requiring some repairing of the fences to keep the eattle 
out of the brook and the cleaning out of the pond above the 
dam and its annex, where an attempt was made to filter some 
of the water through a bed of sand. To make this of any value 
it requires to be rebuilt in a manner entirely different. The 
methods of constructing sand filters for the purification of water 
are now well understood. If you are to have an effective filter, 
you should have one properly constructed. We were informed 
thgft on a narrow strip of land on the west side of this brook, 
lying between the brook and the highway opposite the residence 
of a Mrs, Bugbee, who is supposed to own this land, it is pro- 
posed to erect a bam. The erection of a building on this strip 
of land would not of itself be objectionable. However, if at 
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any time such a building should be used for keepii:^ animals 
of any kind, the excrements trom aueli animals wonld be very 
likely to be drawn or washed into the brook, thus polluting the 
water. This would be in contravention of Section 18 of No. 
113, also Section 6 of No. 115 of the Acta of 1902. Therefore 
in the exercise of proper courtesy it would seem that you should 
notify any persons about to erect a buUding on this strip of land 
that it could never be used in any way that by itself, or by 
reason of any use to which it might be put, the water of the 
brook should become polluted; they would be subjected to the 
penalties prescribed by the law. 

On inspection of the Bolster reservoir it appeared that a 
brook discharging its water into it and which came from 
Peck's pond, flows past the farm buildings of Mr. La Bounty; 
not only the drainage from the bama, pig pens, out buildings 
and manure heaps, all within 50 to 100 feet of the brook, must 
at times pollute the water, but the sewage from the kitchen 
tends to flow to the brook. This is and will always be a serious 
menace to the purity of this water; hence we recommend that 
measures be taken to remove this source of danger to the con- 
tamination of your water. If necessary you can accomplish 
this by taking action under Section 6 of No. 115 of the Acts 
of 1902. 

You should act with promptness in preventing pollution 
of your water supply; delay in such cases has in time past 
caused serious epidemics, with loss of life.

Gentlemen :— On the 23rd we made a careful inspection 
of the sanitary condition of your village. Our attention was 
called to the grounds of R. H. West. We found that Mr. 
Charles Thomas, living east and on higher ground, had a drain 
taking the sewage from his house on High Street down through 
his garden west to land of Mr. West and discharging it upon 
the land of Mr. West, thus making a nuisance at the point 
where it runs on to said land. A person cannot thus create and 
maintain a nnisauce upon his own land, much less upon the 
land of another. Section 15, sub-section 1 of No. 113, Laws of 
1902, as amended in 1904, especially authorizes you to abate 
such nuisances. This you should do without delay. 
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The small brook in the ravine west of the house of Mr. 
E. H. West, running under the highway south, should be 
cleared of all vegetable material and other waste and a proper 
channel made, so that the flow of water would not be impeded. 
All persons owning property abutting on this stream should be 
prohibited from throwing or discharging anything into it or 
upon its banks that will tend to pollute it or make it a nuisance. 
All buildings upon the west side of it should be required to 
connect their sewer pipes with the sewer, or drain, in Uie street 
on which their west line abnts. The sewer from Bailroad 
Street and its branches, which runs down into a marsh and dis- 
charges at a culvert that passes under the railroad, should in 
order to remove the nuisance which it causes at that point, be 
carried down through the marsh west toward the river and 
permission is hereby granted to have it discharge into the river, 
until such time as by legislation, or otherwise, the river is 
ordered to be cleared of all pollution. These nuisances should 
be ordered by you, as a Local Board of Health, to be abated. 
Sub-section 5, of Section 15, of above mentioned Act, imposes 
a heavy penalty upon any member of a Local Board who 
neglects to perform any duty, imposed upon him. 

Some years ago we were called to inspect another part of 
your village. We would now renew a recommendation made 
at that time that you employ a competent engineer to lay out 
a system of sewers so that when a portion is laid in any street 
it will be uniform with the whole system, all tfl be built so that 
when the time comes that you cannot discharge your sewage into 
the river, you can, with little expense, run it on to a filter bed. 

The verbal statement made to us relative to the waste which 
flows from some manufactory into the brook is not considered 
in this report, as it was so indefinite, both as to where it entered 
the brook and its character, that we are not able ta express an 
opinion until we have further information regarding it.

Gentlemen: — Having examined three of your school 

houses, one at Eden Mills and two on the branch road, on my 
return to Hyde Park, we find that all fall far short of comply- 
ing with the requirements of the law and the rules and regu- 
lations of the State Board of Health. All of these houses' 
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should be repaired and improved bo as to conform to the 
standard. The grounds around them should be so large as to 
give a reasonable playground; where the ^ound is wet it 
should be drained or filled in. The privies should be located 
outside of the woodshed, at least twenty feet from the house; 
there should be two for each bouse, separated by a high wooden 
fence ; dry earth should be used daily to absorb all liquids and 
odors ; they should be cleaned every month. 

No more pupils should be accommodated in each house 
than have 250 cubic feet of air space and 20 square feet of 
floor apace for each pupil. The windows must be numerous 
and large enough to represent one-fourth of the floor space. 
Thirty cubic feet per minute of pure air for each pupil should 
be supplied by your heating apparatus, whether it be a fur- 
nace under the school room, or a jacketed stove, as described 
in the rules and regulations of the Board, which circular is 
attached to and made a part of this report. The seats should 
all be new and adjustable and as described in Section q of the 
attached regulations. All these buildings should have new 
floors, in fact a ndw interior renovation. 

Before attempting to repair these three houses, we would 
advise that you consider if it would not be more economical, as 
■well as add to the efBciency of your schools, to select a suitable 
site and erect a new two or three room building which would 
meet all requirements of better accommodation of pupils and 
their sanitary surroundings. It would, we believe, be less ex- 
pensive to run. 

It is certain that you have come to the time when you will 
have to do something, as these buildings are unfit to longer use 
for school purposes.

Deah Sir: — A careful examination of the sewage from the 
houses on the east side of Saxton's River street, at North West- 

{*) 
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minster, was made yesterday. The surface water that accu- 
mulates on this street and is taken by a large tile down the 
bank back of those houses should be eared for by the town by 
extending it so as to have it discharge into the river; this, 
however, does not come strictly under onr supervision. 

The problem of the disposal of the sewage from the houses 
is of another character, coming directly before our board, under 
the sanitary code. The discharge from all of the houses that 
empty their sewage on to the surface of the bank, whether upon 
their own or on land of others, produces an unsanitary condi- 
tion which, in some instances, has become a nuisance and, in 
all cases, must ultimately become such. The owners of these 
houses, if they will unite for the purpose, can provide against 
this result by establishing what is known as the " Waring, or 
Sub-Surface Irrigation System," which is described and illus- 
trated by a figure showing the method of construction in the first 
ten pages of the accompanying pamphlet. This system can he 
installed on the side hill back of these houses, or upon the 
meadow below. We believe this offers the most satisfactory 
and cheapest method of caring for this sewage. If the waste 
from these dwellings is allowed to pollute the bank as it now 
does, it will be necessary to require each householder to remove 
the nuisance he is creating by the method in use.

There is stagnant and foul water in an open basement of 
a tenement owned by the Consumers' Ice Company and to the 
south of said tenement on land said to be owned by Hagar 
Brothers. 

This stagnant water contains organic matter undergoing 
decomposition as evidenced by the gases bubbling out of it. 
There are three families living in the tenement mentioned. 

This water is a nuisance injurious to the public health and 
should be abated at once.

As to the method of abating this naiaance. It is proposed 
as soon as practical to drain this water off into a public sewer. 
This is a proper permanent method of accomplishing this abate- 
ment ; meantime, however, this nuisance may do serious damage 
to the health of the neighboring tenants. 

We would recommend that the situation be promptly 
relieved by filling all the ground covered by this stagnant 
water with ashes or sand. Under present weather conditions 
this proposed measure seems necessary.

Dear Sib:— The water of the Brattleboro Aqueduct Co., 

of which I understand you are the president, is in a filthy con- 
dition, some days much more so than others ; it is roily and, 
on some occasions, tastes and smells bad. I do not think the 
springs and pipes have been cleaned out for several years. I 
think that surface water gains access to the pipes, possibly 
through the blind ditches which, I understand, were laid to 
take water from the swampy places into the main pipe. If 
eattle get into the swamp treading around and leaving their 
drc^pings, and water from this source gets into the pipes, this 
may be a cause of its contamination. A thorough examination 
of the whole line from the Thurber place down ^ould be made 
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and the general eonditioDs improved, so that these t 
pollution would be prevented.

Dear Doctor: — We have this day examined the eess pool, 
with the pipes which take the sewage into the ground in its 
vicinity, into which the sewage of C. P. Tarble and E. J. Hewett 
is discharged. It appears that sewage has been discharging 
through a pipe said to have been placed near the top of it for 
the purpose of ventilation. The sewage thus discharged runs 
directly into the brook, thus polluting the water that the cess 
pool was built to protect. This pipe should be removed and 
the opening closed up. All surface and rain water from the 
roofs of houses should be excluded from said cess pool. A 
ventilating pipe of galvanized iron should be put into the top 
of the eess pool, carried just under the ground to the fence 
and thence up into the air at least twenty feet.

Gentlemen : — Having examined the sanitary state of Lake 
Street we found much surface water in the ditches beside the 
street, also that all the sewage from the dwelling houses on the 
street was being discharged into the same open ditch, all of this 
finding its way into the lake, causing a nuisance near the boat 
houses in summer and polluting the water of the take, from 
which ice is cut in winter. The pollution of the water, the 
nuisance, both at the boat houses and in the ditches, should 
be abated. Prom the highest point south, where the surface 
water runs both north and south, we are informed that a sewer, 
or drain, takes all the waste water and sewage, dischai^ng it 
into the lake. That should not continue. The system of sub- 
soil or downward filtration should be provided. (See descrip- 
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liioii in pamphlet aent you under another cover.) The aewage 
ronning north should be taken by a drain, or sewer pipe, into 
the village system. If, at the point where this begins, it is 
too shallow, then carry it further down the street to a point 
where it will be safe from frost, take out a length or two of 
the present village sewer and put in a Y, thus dischargii^ all 
into the sewer pipe of the village. In these ways we believe 
you can remedy the evils that now infest that portion of yonr 
village.

Gentlemen :^An inspection of your school house in the 
village of Sheldon was recently made, with the following result : 
You should discontinue taking air from the cellar and the hall- 
way to the furnace to be warmed and distributed to the various 
rooms of the building; it should be taken from outside the 
building. The ventilating spaces between the side of the 
chimneys and the sheathing around them is entirely inadequate ; 
proper ventilating flues should be provided. The seats in 
some of the rooms should be turned around, so that the light 
would come over the left, or the left and back. 

The Rules and Regulations accompanying this report and 
which are made a part of it will indicate what other changes, 
if any, are required t« make the rooms conform to the require- 
ments of this Board. After a careful examination of these 
rules you should proceed to put the whole building into con- 
formity with them.

dBNTLEMEN: — An examination of the creamery of Batch- 
elder, Snyder & Co., of Boston, which is located in your village, 
shows it to be in an unsanitary condition. The floors, now of 
wood, should be replaced by cement, in o,rder that it may be 
kept clean, not allowing any of the waste to run down under 
the floor, where it decomposes. The street in the rear should 
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be repaired and drained, 80 that water and decaying matter 
would not stand in depressions, from which foul odors emanate. 
The sewer pipe should be repaired and* put in good order from 
the building down to the "mill pond," but should not be 
allowed to discharge its contents into the pond, but should be 
extended through the pond and the dam of U. B. Northrup and 
Edgar Holmes, discharging below, thus avoiding the foul odors 
that arise from the decomposition of the refuse from the 
creamery, which creates an intolerable nuisance. The owners 
of the dam, Messrs. Northrup and Holmes, both stated at the 
time of our visit that they were willing that this sewer should 
be thus extended through their dam, providing that the 
Creamery Company stipulated that such extension shall be 
made and the dam left in a way that shall be to their entire 
satisfaction. 

You should serve notice in accordance with Section 13, of 
the Laws of 1902, on said Batchelder, Snyder & Co., that they- 
must abate the nuisance caused by the disposition they now 
make of the refuse from their creamery. You should give 
them a reasonable time in which to begin and complete this 
work. If they refuse or neglect to do this work, then proceed 
under Section 12 of the Act before referred to.

Gentlemen: — Having inspected the various parts of your 
town we find insanitary conditions in every portion. Yon 
should provide several places where all families should be 
required to dump their rubbish, rather than to throw it out 
aronnd the buildings where they may live. At stated times 
all combustible materials should be burned and others buried. 
All outhouses, or privies, should be thoroughly cleaned every 
month and contents buried. Dry earth or ashes should always 
be kept at hand for use every time the house is used, in order 
to deodorize and keep fiies away. Many of the houses are 
discharging their sewage into the gutter beside the road. This 
not only causes the air near the dwellings to become most foul, 
but is a nuisance to all who have occasion to pass along the 
highway. Other means should be found to dispose of this 
waste. The law provides that selectmen may lay drains to 
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dispose of siirfaoe water and may allow abntters to discharge 
their sewage into such drains, but they are not authorized to 
lay sewers. "Without a water system which would give plenty 
of water with which to flush sewers, they would be worse than 
useless. We are of the opinion that the best means, under these 
circumstances, is for you to dispose of sewage from each house 
by what is known as subsoil, or downward, filtration. (A 
pamphlet is sent you, under another cover, which will explain 
the method of its operation and describe the way to construct 
it. Several houses could combine and, sharing the expense of 
building, could materially reduce the cost to each family or 
owner of the house.) 

There are various aecuniulations of water, or swampy 
places, where decaying animal and vegetable substances have been 
placed which are dangerous to public health. One of these is 
near the store of A. h. Poster; others of a similar character 
are scattered about the town. All such places should be 
cleaned out and the filth buried or used as fertilizer, A cheap 
and efficient disinfectant for such places and which may be 
used about buildings could be kept on hand and sold or sup- 
plied at a very low price. It is made as follows: — Dissolve 
one pound of sulphate of copper (blue vitriol) in five gallons 
of water; in another wooden vessel one pound of chloride of 
lime in four gallons of water; when they are fully dissolved, 
mix them (or turn together,) All of this should be done in 
wooden vessels. A quart of this mixture would disinfect a 
barrel of filth. 

The law has provided for each town a local board of 
health. See Section 10 of No. 113, Acts of 1902. In Section 
13 of same act the duties of this local board are defined, as well 
as their liability in case of neglect of duty. Study carefnlty 
these sections and, so far as possible, make your town a clean 
one. If you would call the owners of dwellings together, secure 
their co-operation, explain their duties and the penalties which 
follow a failure to perform them, your efforts may be more 
effective, for all good citizens will sustain and aid you in this 
work.

Dear Doctor: — Having by request inspected the premises 
of Mr, J. D. Roberts, on Elm Street, we find water in his cellar. 
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As there is no sewer in the street, he cannot draiu it. His 
sewage is dischai^d into a shallow ditch in the yard. His out- 
house is a dry one. In order to remedy these insanitaiy con- 
ditions a sewer should be laid through the street, connecting 
with the one on Bellows street; then he should be notified to 
connect with such a sewer, draining his cellar into it and put- 
ting in a water closet. "We were informed that three out of 
the five land holders abutting on the street were in favor of a 
sewer in the street. Until tiiis is done the wet cellar will be 
a menace to the health of the family. His sewage should be 
piped on to his garden and discharged for a week on one por- 
tion, then the direction changed, so that it could be emptied 
upon another, thus alternating its point of discharge. Dry 
earth should be used in the privy every day and it should be 
cleaned every month. 

For the safety of this family and the removal of a menace 
to the neighbors you should secure a vote of your city govern- 
ment to lay a sewer for the relief of the families in that 
neighborhood. 

"We would call your attention to a report made by this 
Board in August, 1904. (See page 37 of Biennial Report of 
1904-5). It is possible that some of the recommendations made 
in that report have been adopted, but apparently the major 
portion of them have not been. You should bring this to the 
notice of your city government and urge them to attend to the 
correction of the insanitary conditions, in accordance with the 
recommendations then made.

Deab Sib: — While in Esses Junction a few days ago our 
attention was called to the point where the Central Vermont 
Railroad dischai^ their sewage. It appeared that a complaint 
had been made that it created a nuisance. As a result you 
were preparing to make a change and discharge it into the 
river. At the suggestion of the local health officer, we write 
you with reference to this change. Evidently something must 
be done to remove the nuisance. In 1904, under authority 
given the State Board of Health, we issued an order that no 
more sewage should be discharged into any stream or body of 
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water, without permission of the Board. The Winooski riTer 
is already pollated with sewage which it diachargea into Lake 
Champlaia. You are probably aware that New York State 
began thi^ years ago to agitate the qnestioD of the pollution 
of Uie Lake. Their Gkivemor Higgins called the attention of 
the governor of Vermont to Uie conditions, who, in turn, 
referred the communication to the State Board. It seems 
probable that the time will come (how soon we cannot say) 
when the discharging of sewage and other polluted matter into 
the Lake will be prohibited. In view of this state of affairs 
we could not permit, neither could you afford, to make the 
change contemplated of adding this sewage to further pollnte 
this stream. We would advise that you dispose of your sewage 
hy what is known as " sub-surface irrigation," or the " Waring 
Method." It appears that the Railroad own a Sufficient area 
of land near the outlet of this sewer on which you could install 
this method for the care of your sewage. 

Under another cover we send you a pamphlet describing 
the system and the necessary instructions for installing it.

Gentlemen: — An inspection of the village of Essex Junc- 
tion disclosed the fact that some of the residents abutting on 
one or two streets were discharging their sewage, consisting of 
water from their sinks, bath tubs and laundry tubs, into gutters 
beside the street on which they lived. This creates a nuisance 
which, at times, results in odors so offensive as to demand that 
it be abated without delay. Hence, yon should notify, in writ- 
ing, all persons who have and now are thus disposing of their 
sewage, to cease at once to do so. You should further see that 
all sewer pipes in the various houses are disconnected, so that 
they may not be used by mistake. We understand that the 
charter of the village of Essex Junction provides for the build- 
ing of sewers whenever the voters, in a legal way, vot« so to do. 
Steps should be taken, as soon as possible, to provide a system 
of sewera for the whole village. It might not be feasible to 
build a complete system at once, but a portion could be built 
each year. Your soil is of such a character that the sewage 
could be easily filtered, allowing only the ef&uent to discharge 
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into the river, so that pollntion of the river water would not 
be increased. We take it for granted that yoar water supply- 
is of aafficient volume to thoroughly flush such a system as is 
here urged. A live, growing village cannot afford to delay 
such an improvement. Until a sewer ^^tem is built, each house 
holder should provide a sub-soil, or downward filtration on hia 
own land, for the disposal of his sewage.

Havmg made an inspection of your school house, we would 
suggest the following changes be made to render it sanitaiy : 

The cellar bottom should be cemented. 

The water closets of modem type should be installed. 
They should be in a room under the porch (not under the 
school rooms) having a separate vent shaft; this might necessi- 
tate an enlai^ement of the porch. The approaches to them 
should be entirely separate. 

Apparatus should be put in the basement to warm the 
building, either by hot air or indirect steam. The rooms should 
be ventilated by introducing pure warm air up six and one- 
half to seven feet from the floor, taking out the foul air from 
near the floor through tubes conveying it to a central shaft or 
shafts, these shafts to be warmed either by a central smoke flue 
or tube, or, if steam is used for heating, a steam pipe or coil, 
which would make a sufBcient draft. On no account should 
the ventilating shafts from the water closets have any connec- 
tion with those from the school rooms. 

The windows should be equal in square feet to one-fourth 
of the floor spaee. 

The drinking water should be in basement, but not in 
water closets. 

The stairways should be made to correspond to requirements 
as described in the rules. From the second story, a fire escape 
should be provided. 

Attached to and a part of this report are the rules and 
regulations relative to the construction of school buildings and 
the plumbing regulations.

DcAB Sir: — Your letter ia just received. Yon ask " what 
coold be done in your village school house temporarily until it 
could be put in proper sanitary condition." This means until 
another year when the summer vacation comes. We recognize 
that it would be impossible to make the changes required within 
less than two months, possibly it might take three. 

You might ventilate by the use of the " Jacketed Stove." 
The windows could readily be enlarged to give the required 
amount of light. The seats to the closets could be hung on 
binges so that they could be raised up, then by having a janitor 
all the time, he could flush them at least six times per day, 
using a broom to scrape them out, and the same with the 
urinals, using after each flushing a sufficient amount of the 
following disinfectants: One pound of chloride of lime, dis- 
solved in five gallons of water, one pound of sulphate of copper, 
dissolved in five gallons of water (wooden vessels being used). 
The copper dissolves quicker if put into the water in a gunny 
sack. "When these are dissolved, turn them together, and stir 
well. A quart or two used in each trough at a time would, 
with the scrubbing, disinfect them. If this is done, it should 
be with the understanding that another summer, the changes 
recommended in our report should be made.

Gentlemen: — Having recently inspected the watershed 
from which your village receives its water supply we believe the 
sonree of the pollution which an analysis shows to be present 
in this water comes from the farm of H. W. Carlton. The 
buildings on this farm, consisting of bouse, shed, and bam, are 
situated 65 feet from the smaU brook which rims north of them 
and a short distance below discharges into a larger brook which, 
in turn, empties into the pond from which the water is conveyed 
to the distributing reservoir. These buildings are on a side hill; 
whenever there is a rain, or shower, the water from above must 
run down under the bam and shed and make its way to this 
little brook, taking with it more or less of the wastes from the 
stable and sink drain, which discharges under the shed. 
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Everything likely to pollnte the water of this brook should be 
removed and, in the future, such precautions taken as will pre- 
vent anything being wadied into this stream. 

Some rods south of this building the larger brook passes 
on its way to the pond above mentioned. It appears that the 
family are doing a laundry business; that clothes are washed 
or rinsed near this brook, and at the time of our inspection, two 
barrels were standing there containing dirty, soapy water, which 
we were informed was emptied on the ground back from the 
brook. This washing or rinsing of the clothes and disposition 
of the water used in these operations must positively cease. 
The danger of the water of the brook being polluted from this 
source is very great. The radical remedy for most effectually 
preventing the danger of pollution from these premises would 
be the entire removal of the buildings.

Dear Doctoe; — An inspection of the brook into which the 
sewage from the buildings of Dr. Gee discharges was recently 
made. 

There is no doubt that this sewage must pollute the water 
of this stream to the extent that it would be iinsafe and 
dangerous for domestic use by persons living along the course 
of the stream. We are informed that at times several families 
have to depend on the water of this brook for daily use in their 
households. We would therefore advise that Dr. Gee find some 
other way of disposing of his sewage. This he might do by the 
sub-soil method, which is inexpensive and efficient. This is in 
use in several places in the state and is giving very satisfactory 
results.

The State Board of Health finds, and is of the opinion that 
water taken from the Passumpsie River at the point where the 
village of St. Johnsbury now takes water therefrom, and as 
supplied to the inhabitants of St. Johnsbury, by the water 
system of the village of St. Johnsbury, is so contaminated, un- 
wholesome and impure that the use thereof for domestic pur- 
poses endangers the public health. Therefore, under the 
authority of Section 1, of Act No. 115, of the Acts of the 
L^islature of Vermont, of 1902, as amended by Section 1, of 
Act No. 139, of the Acts of 1904, you are hereby prohibited 
from using any water taken from the above described water 
source, for domestic purposes in any way, until such a time 
when, in the opinion of the Board of Health, such danger has 
ceased; and further, during such time and until such danger 
has ceased, you are prohibited from permitting water from that 
source to be drawn from any faucet at any set bowl, sink, 
kitchen or pantry faucet in the house or tenement now occupied 
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by you in said St. Jotmabury, bat tbis shall not prohibit snch 
water to be drawn and used for lanndry purposes, nor prohibit 
snch water to be used through the medium of closet tanks for 
flushing water closets, nor prohibit the drawing and using of 
such water from sill-cocks and garden faucets for the purpose 
of sprinkling lawns and streets, watering gardens and for stable 
porpises.

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REPORT OF DIRECTOR 



To the State Board of Health : 



Gkntlkmkn: — In presenting the work of the Laboratory of 
Hygiene this year, the same form as heretofore has been adhered 
to as it is thought that this presents as concisely as possible the 
work being done in the institution together with the localities 
being served. 

A glance at the sumitiary tables XX and XXI will show 
that work is being done for every county in the state and that 
the amount is in general in proportion to the population of the 
county. 

The tables for 1907 comprise the work of thirteen months. 
Heretofore our laboratory year has extended from December 
1st to December 1st. A change having recently been made in 
the financial year, there seems no longer any good reason for 
adopting these arbitrary limits and as there are many advan- 
tages in baring the tables conform to the calendar year, this 
change has been made. Hereafter the work will be tabulated 
from January 1st to January 1st. 

Examinations of specimens from cases of' suspected infec- 
tion for diagnosis and quarantine regulation have been carried 
on as in previous years. 

An outfit which is permitted by the post office officials to 
pass through the mails has been adopted for sending cultures 
from suspected diphtheria cases and sputum from cases of 
suspected tuberculosis. This change we believe m proving a 
great convenience to physicians in the country along the rural 
free delivery routes. 

Sanitary analyses of specimens from the various town water 
supplies have been regularly made as usual and all requests for 
^alysis of private supplies have been complied with. That 
this work is being more greatly appreciated each year is amply 
attested by the increasing number of such requests. Every 
specimen of water reported as ru nnin g through lead pipe has 
been tested for lead, and Table XXV gives the results. It is 
seen that practically no spring waters and very few surface 
waters can be safely conveyed in this manner. 

An impetus has been given to the work under the Pure 
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Food Law by the appropriation of twenty-five hundred dollars 
made by the last legislature for this purpose. The services of 
Dr. L. P. Sprague were seciared early in the year and his time 
has been largely devoted to this line of work. Great progress 
has been made in the improvement of the milk supplies of the 
variooB towns of the state. In this work the co-operation of 
the local health officers has been of great value. Other food 
products which do not conform to the provisions of the Pure 
Food and Drug Law are fast disappearing from the markets or 
are being labelled in conformity with the requirements of this 
act. The purchase of canned and bottled goods in original 
packages has been made mostly in Burlington to save express 
and travelling expenses. These goods are put up largely by 
outside firms and samples taken at any place are representative. 
The results of examinations under the Pure Food and Drug 
Law have been given publicity through the columns of the bulle- 
tin and the local papers so that there can be little excuse on 
the part of the dealers for violations of the law in selling goods 
which have been examined and condenmed. Only a few pros- 
ecutions have been made so far, as it has been the policy to be 
reasonable in carrying the law into effect and to give ample 
time and warning to dealers. The penalties of the law are for 
those who knowingly violate its provisions. There is no longer 
any excuse for ignorance on this subject -and violators may 
expect prosecution. This law needs some revision to make It 
more efficient. 

Another new line of work was added by the legislature of 
1906 whereby the services of the pathologist are at the call of 
the various state's attorneys in the matter of autopsies up<Hi 
suspected criminal oases. Twenty-one autopsies have so far 
been performed, resulting in much aid in the prosecution of a 
few cases and dispelling suspicion in many others. 

This medico-legal work which is a unique feature of our 
laboratory, being done in no other state institution of this sort, 
is of great value in the administration of justice, as must be 
appreciated by all who are cognizant of its scope. It makes 
available at any time the services of a chemical and medical 
expert without delays or red-tape and with no extza expense 
to the state. Furthermore it provides absolutely unprejudiced 
and impartial opinions and gives in the- trial of criminal eases 
a referee on medical and chemical questions. The laboratory 
officials having no motive to be prejudiced can be relied upon 
to reach impartial conclusions based upon their researches. 
This is the ideal status of the medico-legal expert. That this 
ideal is being attained to a reasonable degree is seen from the 
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followii^ quotation from the Attorney General who has been 
in a position to know better Uian any one else the working of 
this deparbnent of our institution. 

" I have, for tiie last three years approximately, had to do 
with all the homicide cases in the state of Vermont. Taking 
into consideration the autopsies, the chemical analyses and 
pathological work, and assuming that ontside experts would 
otherwise have been employed to meet the requirements of 
justice and adding to all that the duties imposed upon the 
chemist and pathologist of the Laboratory as expert witnesses, 
it is safe to say that the state of Vermont would have expended 
$6,000 in the last two years for services which have been per- 
formed by the officers of the Laboratory, It is not certain that 
thai amount would have been expended because a great deal of 
this work would not have been done at all. I will say, however, 
that there has been nothing done but what was necessary, and 
if it had not been done, there would have been a failure of 
justice. As a matter of dollars and cents, the state of Vermont 
has been saved that much in the last two years because it has 
had the Laboratory of Hygiene and efficient officers to serve us 
there. 



When we were figuring what the Laboratory has cost, I did 
not include and could not include the immense saving that this 
institution has been to the state of Vermont in preventing 
trials. Cases every year arise where these suspicious cases 
would lead a grand jury to iind an indictment. If there is a 
suspicion in their minds, they are prone to put the man on trial 
and let the truth be developed in the trial court. With the help 
of this institution, many a suspicious case is cleared up before 
It reaches the grand jury. This is of the utmost importance 
in the economical administration of justice. I can recall 
instance after instance where the researches at the Laboratory 
of Hygiene have determined what was the cause of death and 
saved an individual an indictment and saved the expense oi a 
long trial to the state, and saved the man perhaps from financial 
rain and prevented the stigma on his name," 

The provision of the fourth class license section passed by 
legislature of 1906 {revised statutes section 5131) which requires 
that every firm doing a wholesale liquor business in the state, 
shall have every brand of liquor they contemplate selling, 
examined and passed upon at the Laboratory has resulted in a 
la^e increase in this work which was previously only done for 

(«) 
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license commissioDers and at their discretion. The one dollar 
fee which has accompanied each sample has only partly defrayed 
the expense of these analyses and should be increased. 

A glance at Tables XXII and XXIII shows that the work 
of the Laboratory during the last year has increased twenty 
per cent over that of any previous year. A considerable 
amount of this increase is, of course, due to the addition of new 
work previously mentioned, but it will be noticed from Tables 
XX and XXI that there has been an increase in all of the work 
and that this has been true of nearly every county. Tables 
XXII and XXIII are presented to give an idea of the value of 
the actual work done at the Laboratory of Hygiene and are 
based on the average prices charged for such work in private 
laboratories. Of course, these figures are only approximate, 
but the prices "are all conservative. Reference to the quotation 
from the Attorney General cited above, will show that we have 
not over estimated the value of the class of work to which he 
refers. In this table no reference is made to att«ndance in 
court as expert witness and no attempt is made to estimate the 
value of the work in preventing epidemics and safe-guarding 
the public health. 'It is, of course, absolutely impossible to 
estimate the economic value of such service from this stand 
point, yet this is the aim of it all. One epidemic averted, 
represents a saving of many times our annual appropriation. 

This work which in the last twelve months as computed 
in Table XXIII amounts to $42,088 has been done at an actual 
expense to the State of twelve thousand five hundred dollars. 

Since the establishment of the I^aboratory, the work done 
by the institution has increased one hundred and sixty-one per 
cent while the appropriation has only been increased fifty-five 
and twenty-five hundredths per cent. 

This steady increase of wgrk has added greatly to the 
burden of the present staff until it is now not only greatly over- 
worked but under paid. The experience of each year with its 
increasing requirements has added greatly to the capacity of 
the individual worker. The present personnel! is an efficient 
one and should, if possible, be kept intact. The loss of any 
member would be an impairment which could be ill afforded. 
Greater effleieney and more exacting work deserves higher 
compensation. Some salaries should be raised and the staff 
should be increased. The limit of capacity under the present 
appropriation has been reached and if the continually increas- 
ing amount of work with which the institution is flooded is to 
be done without long delays, or done at all, more money must 
be made available. 
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The Public Statutes Regulating the Work of the 
Laboratory of Hygiene 

Revision of 1906 

Section 5423. Supervmon; equipment; kealth officers' school. 
The state board of health shall have the supervision and 
management of, and equip with the proper and necessary 
apparatus, instruments and supplies, the laboratory of hygiene, 
for the chemical and bacteriological examination of water sup- 
plies, milk and food products, and the examination of cases and 
suspected cases of diphtheria, typhoid fever, tuberculosis, 
malaria and other infectioiis and contagions diseases. Said 
board may conduct a school of instruction for health oificers at 
Buch times and places as it shall direct. It may issue a period- 
ical giving the results of the work done at the laboratory and 
the approved methods for the protection of the public health, 
and such publication shall be furnished free to the health 
officers. 

Section 5424, Director; appointment; report; assistants. 

Said board shall appoint and may remove in its discretion 
a director of such laboratory, who shall keep a record of the 
specimens sent to him for examination, and examine such speci- 
mens without unnecessary delay. He shall biennially, before 
the first day of January, make a full report to said board of 
all matters pertaining to the laboratory, and shall make such 
other and special reports as said board may direct. Said 
director, with the approval of said board, may appoint such 
assistants as may be required. 

Section 5425. Free use; investigations for state's attorney; 

expert testimony. 

The use of the laboratory, and all investigations mentioned 
in this chapter therein made, shall be free to the people of this 
state. Whenever the state's attorney of a county on the order 
of a superior judge or the attorney general, requests for use in 
a criminal cause pending in his ofBce, au expert investigation, 
chemical or pathological of a substauce, such investigation shall 
be made at the laboratory forthwith, without charge to the 
state; and the expert making suoh investigation shall submit 
the results of his work to said state's attorney, and shall attend 
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court as a witness at any place in the state when required to do 
80 by eubpcena and submit in court the results of his investiga- 
tion, and he shall be paid as sueh witness his actual expenses 
of attendance when summoned by the state. 

Section 5426. Autopsies. 

If a superior judge or the attorney general orders an 
autopsy on the body of a person, as provided in section 2346, 
he shall therein direct that such autopsy shall be made by the 
pathologist of the laboratory of hygiene, or under his direction, 
unless, for good cause shown, said judge or the attorney general 
otherwise directs. At such autopsy, said pathologist shall take 
and preserve under proper seal, such portions of the body and 
its contents, together with sueh other articles as he judges may 
require subsequent examination in the investigation of the case. 
For performing such autopsy, the pathologist shall be paid his 
actual expenses, including the expenses of his assistants. The 
auditor of accounts shall, upon presentation of the account for 
sueh expenses, duly sworn to by sueh pathologist and approved 
by the state's attorney of the county or attorney general, draw 
an order therefor. 

Section 5427. Appropriation. 

The sum of ten thousand dollars is hereby annually appro- 
priated to be extended under the direction of the state board 
of health in paying the expenses of the laboratory of hygiene 
incurred under the provision of the second, third and fourth 
preceding sections, and sueh expenses shall not exceed ten thou- 
sand dollars in any year, 

LICENSES OP THE FOURTH CLASS, 

Section 5131. The Secretary of State to grant; application; 

bond. 

Licenses of the fourth class shall not be granted by the 
town license commissioners, but shall be granted by the secre- 
tary of state only, upon application made to him in due form 
by citizens or corporations, in this or any other state or country. 
Sueh application shall be accompanied with the tender of the 
license fee, and a bond to the state properly signed by the 
applicant and by not less than two good and sufficient sureties 
living and owning proxrerty in the state, approved by the sec- 
retary of state, sueh bond to be in amount and form as far 
as applicable, the same as provided in section 5117. 
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Section 5132. Samples of liquor; antUj/sis; report. 

Such application shall be accqmp&nied by samples of one 
pint of each kind of Uquw that the applicant proposes to offer 
for sale in this state. The samples thus furnished shall be 
transmitt«d by said secretary to the director of the state labor- 
atory of hygiene for analysis and report thereon; and auch 
report shall be made by said director, or under his direction, 
to the secretary of state in the same manner as provided in 
section 5167. 

Section 5133. Issue; fees. 

If the samples are free from adulteration prohibited in the 
pharmacopoeia of the United States and the other requirements 
of this chapter have been fully complied with by the applicant, 
the secretary of state shall upon payment of one dollar by the ap- 
plicant for recording fee and one dollar each for the examination 
fee of such samples, grant such fourth class license to said appli- 
cant ; provided that he may refuse to grant such license to any 
applicant who, in his judgment, is unfit to hold the same. 
Upon the denial of an application for a license of the fourth 
class, said secretary shall forthwith return the license fee tend- 
ered and the bond furnished by said applicant. 

Section 5134. Unfavorable aTuilysis, 

In case the analysis and report of the director of the state 
laboratory is unfavorable to the quality of any of the samples 
furnished by an applicant, the secretary of state shall thereupon 
refuse to grant a license for the sale of such liquors upon such 
application and shall grant a license only for such kinds of 
liquors as shall prove agreeable to the aforesaid tests; and, if 
all samples submitted prove unfavorable, said secretary shall 
refuse to grant the license and shall return the fee and bond to 
the applicant. 

ADin^TERATED LIQUOR (FOB LICENSE COMMISSIONED). 

Section 5165. Samples; order for procurement. 

If a person who has reason to believe that a licensee is 
selling adulterated liquors calls the attention of said (license) 
board thereto, said board shall, in writing, authorize some per- 
son, other than a member thereof, to procure samples of liquor 
for analysis. Said board may, at any time, procure, or cause 
'to be procured, samples of liquor for analysis. 
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Section 5166. Procurement of samples. 

The person so authorized shall procure samples from the 
licensee, and, after receiving the same, shall deliver to said 
licensee a copy of the written order to procure such samples ; 
and the vessel or vessels containing the same shall be sealed 
before they are taken from the premises of the licensee. 

Section 5167. Analysis of samples. 

The samples so obtained shall be forthwith committed to 
the custody of said board, or a member of it, and shall be put 
into a package, which shall be sealed and sent by express, or 
delivered in person, by a commissioner, to the director of the 
state laboratory of hygiene, who shall make, or cause to be 
made, an analysis of such liquors, and send a certified report 
of such analysis to said board. 

Section 5168. Pay for unadulterated samples. 

If the samples are found free from adulterations prohibited 
in the pharmacopoeia of the United States, the certificate 
referred to in the preceding section shall so stat« ; and the town 
treasurer shall pay the licensee for samples obtained, upon 
presentation by him of the written order upon which th^ were 
obtained; and if so requested by the licensee, the town clerk 
shall furnish him a certified copy of the report of the analysis. 



CHAPTER 226. 
FOOD AND DRUGS. 

Section 5466. Adulterated articles; s(des prohibited. 

No person shall sell, offer or expose for sale an adulterated 
food, drug or substance to be used for medicine, food or drink 
for man or domestic animals. 

Section 5467. " Food " and " drugs " denned. 

The word " food," as used in this chapter, shall include 
all articles whether simple, mixed or compound, used for food, 
drink, confectionery, or condiments, by man or beast. The 
word " drug," as used in this chapter shall include all medicines 
and preparations recognized in the United States pharmaeopceia 
or national formulary, for internal or external use, and any 
substance or mixture of substances intended to be iised for the 
cure, mitigation or prevention of di'^ease of either man or beast. 
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Section 5468. " Adulterated food " defined. 

For the purposes of this chapter, an article of food shall 
be deemed to be adulterated if any substance has been mixed 
and packed with it so as to reduce or lower or injuriously affect 
its quality or strength ; or if any substance has been substituted 
wholly or in part for the article; or if any valuable constituent 
of the article has been wholly or in part abstracted ; or if 
it is mixed, colored, powdered, coated or stained in a manner 
whereby damage or inferiority is concealed; or if it contains 
any added poisonous or other added deleterious ingredient 
wUch may render such article injurious to health^ provided 
that when in the preparation of food products for shipment 
they are preserved by an external application applied in such 
manner that the preservative is necessarily removed mechani- 
cally, or by maceration in water, or otherwise, and directions 
for the removal of said preservative shall be printed on the 
covering of the package, the provisions of this chapter shall he 
contrued as applying only when such products are ready for 
consumption; or if it consists in whole or in part of a filthy, 
decomposed or putrid animal or vegetable, substance, or any 
portion of an animal unfit fop food, whether manufactured or 
not, or if it is the product of a diseased animal, or one that has 
died otherwise than by slaughter. 

Section 5469. " Adulterated drag," defined. 

For the purpose of this chapter, a drug shall be deemed 
to be adulterated if, when it is sold under or by a name recog- 
nized in the United States pharmacopoeia or national formulary 
it differs from the standard of strength, quality or purity, as 
determined by the test laid down in the United States phar- 
macopffiia or national formulary official at the time of investi- 
gation, provided that no drug defined in the United States 
Fharmacopceia or national formulary shall be deemed t» be 
adulterated under this provision if the standard of strength, 
quality or purity be plainly stated upon the bottle, box or other 
container thereof, although the standard may differ from that 
determined by the test laid down in the United States Pharma- 
copoeia or National Pormnlary ; or if its strength or purity falls 
below the professed standard or quality under which it is sold. 

Section 5470. " Advlterated confectionery," defined. 

For the purposes of this chapter, confectionery shall be 
deemed to be adulterated if it contains terra alba, barytes, talc, 
chrome yellow, or other mineral substance or poisonous color 
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or flavor, or other ingredient deleterious or detrimental to 
health, or any vinoiis, malt, or spirituous liquor or compound 
or narcotic drugs. 

Section 5471, " Misbranded," defined. 

The word " misbranded " as used in this chapter shall 
apply to all drugs, or articles of food, or articles which enter 
into the composition of food, the package or label of which 
shall bear any statement, design or device, regarding such 
article, or the ingredients or substances contained therein which 
shall be false or misleading in any particular, and to any food 
or drug product which is falsely branded as to the state or 
country in which it is manufactured or produced. 

Section 5472. " Misbranded food," defined. 

For the purposes of this chapter, an article of food shall 
be deemed to be misbranded if it is an imitation of or offered 
for sale under the distinctive name of another article; or if it 
is labelled or branded so as to deceive or mislead the purchaser, 
or purports to be a foreign product when not so ; or if the eon- 
tents of the package as originally put up have been removed in. 
whole or in part and other contents have been placed in such 
package; or if it fails to bear a statement on the label of the 
quantity or proportion of any morphine, opium, eoeaiue, heroin, 
alpha or beta eueaine, chloroform, cannabis indica, chloral hy- 
drate, or acetanilide, or any derivative or preparation of any sub- 
stances contained therein ; or if in package form and the contents 
are stated in terms of weight or measure, they are not plainly and 
correctly stated on the outside of the package or if tfie package 
containing it or its label bears any statement, design or device 
regarding the ingredients or substances contained therein, which 
is false or misleading in any particular. 

Section 5473. " Misbranded drug," defined. 

For the purposes of this chapter, a drug shall be deemed 
to be misbranded if it is an imitation of or offered for sale un- 
der the name of another article ; or if the contents of the package 
as originally put up have been removed, in whole or in part, 
and other contents have been placed in such package; or if the 
package fails to bear a statement on the label of the quantity 
or proportion of any alcohol, morphine, opium, cocaine, heroin, 
alpha or beta eueaine, chloroform, cannibus indica, chloral 
hydrate or acetanilide, or any derivative or preparation of any 
such substances contained therein.

STATE BOARD OF HEALTH 89 

Section 5474. Poods, when not adtdterated or nUibranded. 

An article of food which does not contain any added 
poisonous or deleterious ingredients shall not be deemed to be 
adulterated or misbranded in the case of mixtures, or com- 
pounds which may be now or from time to time hereafter known 
83 articles of food, under their own distinctive names, and not 
in imitation of or offered for sale under the distinctive name 
of another article, if the name is accompanied on the same label 
or brand with a statement of the place where such article has 
been manufactured or produced; or in the case of articles 
labelled, branded or tagged so as to plainly indicate that they 
are compounds, imitations or blends, and the word " com- 
pound, " " imitation, " or " blend, "as the case may be, is 
plainly stated on the package in which it is offered for sale; 
provided that the word " blend " as used herein shall be con- 
strued to mean a misture of like substances, not excluding 
hannless coloring or Savoring ingredients used for the purpose 
of coloring and flavoring only; and provided that nothing in 
this chapter shall be construed as requiring or compelling 
proprietors or manufacturers of proprietary foods which con- 
tain no unwholesome added ingredient to disclose their trade 
formulas, except iu so far as the provisions of this chapter may 
require to secure freedom from adulteration or misbranding. 

Section 5475, Adulteration; sale of advlterated articles or 
wnwholesome provisions; penaltif; destruction of condemned 
articles. 

A person who fraudulently adulterates for the purpose of 
sale an article of food, drink, drug or medicine, or knowingly 
sells such adidterated article or any kind of diseased or unwhole- 
some provisions, as defined in this chapter, shall be imprisoned 
not more than one year or fined not more than four hundred dol- 
lars; and the articles so adulterated or such diseased or unwhole- 
some provisions shall be forfeited and destroyed under the direc- 
tion of the court. 

Section 5476. Rules and regulations of state board of health; 

penalty. 

The state board of health shall adopt such rules and 
regulations as it deems necessary to facilitate the enforcement 
of the provisions of this chapter, and for the collecting and 
examioing of drugs, foods, liquors, and candy, articles of cloth- 
ing, fabrics, wall paper or anything containing poisonous pig- 
ments or substances whereby the health of any person may be 
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injnred. Said board shall canse such rules and regulationa to 
be printed in pamphlet form for distribution, furnish to each 
local health officer a sufficient number of copies, to supply the 
members of the local board of health and all practicing physi- 
cians in such town, and furnish to each town clerk a sufficient 
number of copies for distribution under the provisions of law 
es to the distribution of the acts and resolves of the general 
assembly; and it shall be the duty of said local health officers 
and town clerks to distribute the same. A persou who violates 
a rule or regulation made under the provisions of this chapter 
shall be fined not more than five hundred dollars. 

Section 5477. Annual appropriation. 

The sum of twenty-five hundred dollars is hereby annually 
appropriated to be expended under the direction of said board 
for paying the expenses incurred in carrying out and enforcing 
the provisions of this chapter and for providing for the inspec- 
tion of foods and drugs. 

Section 5478. Inspection of provisions; destruction. 

A health officer of a town may inspect the carcasses of 
slaughtered animals intended for food, and meat, fish, vege- 
tables, produce, fruit or provisions, fouud in his town, and for 
such purpose may enter any building, enclosure or other place 
in which such carcasses or articles are stored, kept or exposed 
for sale. If such carcasses or articles are designated for food 
for man and are found tainted, diseased, corrupted, decayed, 
unwholesome, or from any cause unfit for food, the local board 
of health shall seize the same and cause it to be forthwith 
destroyed or disposed of otherwise than for food. A member 
of the state board of health, or the director, chemist or assistant 
chemist, at the state laboratory of hygiene, shall have the same 
powers as local health officers under the provisions of this 
section. 

Section 5479. Samples for analysis; prosecutions. 

A person who_doubts the purity or genuineness of an 
article of food which he has purchased, may, at his own expense, 
send a sealed sample of it to the state laboratory of hygiene 
for inspection. If, upon examination, such article appears to 
be adulterated, the state board of health may obtain a. certified 
sample of it ; and, if such sample proves to he adulterated, said 
board shall immediately begin proceedings against the vendor. 
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Section 5480. Purchase of samples by state board of health. 

A person offering or exposing for sale a dn^ or article of 
food within the meaning of this chapter, shall furnish to a 
member of the state board of health, or local health officer, 
who applies for the same and tenders its value in money, a 
sample sufficient for the purpose of analysis of such drug or 
article of food. 
Section 5481. Preservation of part of sample. 

The analyst shall, before commencing the analysis of the 
sample, reserve a part thereof, which shall be sealed; and, in 
case of complaint or indictment, a part of the reserved portion 
of such sample alleged to be adulterated shall, upon application, 
be delivered to the defendant or his attorney, and the other part 
to the secretary of the state board of health. 
Section 5482. Adulterating liquor; penalty. 

A person who, for the purpose of sale, adulterates liquor 
used or intended for drink, with cocculua indicus, vitriol, grains 
of paradise, opiimi, alum, capsicum, copperas, laurel water, log- 
wood, Brazil wood, cochineal, sugar of lead or other substance 
which ia poisonous or injurious to health, or knowingly sells 
such liquor so adulterated, shall be imprisoned not more than 
one year nor fined not more than one thousand dollars. 
Section 5483. Selling, skipping or keeping with intent to seU 

or ship, unwholesome meat for food purposes; penalty. 

A person who sella or offers to sell or keeps with int«ot 
to sell for food purposes, or ships out of this state, or keeps 
with intent to ship out of this state, for food purposes, the flesh 
of any animal or fowl which died or was killed when dis- 
eased, or the flesh of a calf which was less than four weeks old 
or weighed less than fifty pounds, dressed weight, when killed, 
shall be imprisoned not more than one year or fined not more 
than three hundred dollars, or both. The possession of any 
such fiesh dressed or packed in a manner suitable for sale or 
use as food shall be prima facie evidence of the intent to sell 
the same, or to ship the same out of the state for use as food. 
Section 5484. Selling or keeping with intent to sell animals 

infected with contagious diseases; penalty. 
A person who sells or offers to sell or keeps with intent 
to sell an animal known to him to be infected with bovine 
tuberculosis or any other contagious disease, or any disease 
dangerous to public health, shall be imprisoned not more than 
one year or fined not more than three hundred dollars. 
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Section 5485. Record of odes of poisonous drugs. 

An apotbecBiy, dm^ist or other person who sells arsenic, 
eorrosiYe sublimate, dui TOmica, chloroform, strychDine, mor- 
phine, opium, cocftiue, carbolic acid or prujwic acid, or its salts, 
shall, at the time of such sate, make a record of such sale in a 
book, kept for that purpose, specifying the kind and quantity 
of the article sold, and the time when and the name of the 
person to whom such sale is made, which record shall be open 
to health ofBeers, members of the state board of health and state 
ofBcials who may wish to examine the same. 

Section 5486. Same; penalty. 

A person who violates a provision of the preceding section 
shall be fined not more than one hundred dollars. 

Section 5487. Application of two preceding sections. 

The provisions of the two preceding sections shall not apply 
to legally qualified practitioners of medicine nor to their pre- 
scriptions or recipes to their patients. 

Section 5488. SeUing fabrics or paper containing arsenic; 

penalty. 

A person, corporation or agent who sells or offers for sale 
or exchange, a woven fabric or paper containing arsenic in any 
form, or an article of dress or of household use composed wholly 
or in part of such woven fabric or paper, or any article of dress 
containing arsenic, shall be fined not more than one handred 
dollars-, provided that the provisions of this section shall not 
apply to dress goods or articles of dress containing not more 
than one one-hundredth grain nor to any material containing not 
more than one-tenth grain of arsenic per square yard of the 
material. 

Section 5489. SeUing adulterated candy; penalty. 

No person by himself, servant or agent, or as a servant or 
agent, nor a corporation by itself, servant or agent, shall manu- 
facture for sale or knowingly sell or offer for sale, candy adul- 
terated by the admixture of terra alba, barytes, tale or other 
mineral substance, by poisonous colors, fiavors or other ingre- 
dients deleterious or detrimental to health. 

Section 5490. Application of chapter; exception. 

Nothing in this chapter shall be so construed as to prevent 
the state board of health from issuing to a producer or manu- 
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faotnrer of foods or drinkg a permit to nse sueh preserratives 
or coloring matters as said board may determise are not detri- 
Djental to health. 

Section 5491. Interfering with health officer; penalty. 

A person who in any way interferes with a member of the 
state bcArd of health or a local health officer in the performance 
of his dnties under this chapter, abaU be fined not more than 
Sfty dollars for the first offence and, for each sabsequent offence, 
shall be fined one hundred dollars. 

Section 5492, General peno/fy. 

A person or corporation which violates a provision of this 
chapter for which no penalty is hereinbefore provided, shall be 
fined not more than one bimdred dollars nor less than fifty 
dollars. 

Section 5493. Notice of violations, of United States statutes. 

The state board of health or an agent thereof shall notify 
the proper prosecuting officer of a violation of the United States 
statute for preventing the adulteration or misbranding of food 
or drugs. 

Section 5494. Prosecutions; penalties; jurisdiction. 

The state's attorney to whom the state board of health 
reports a violation of this chapter, shall cause proceedings to 
be commenced and prosecuted in the proper court without 
delay, for the enforcement of the penalties as in sueh case 
provided. Justices shall have concurrent jurisdiction with the 
comity court of offences under this chapter to the extent of 
fining the respondent fifty dollars, or may bind him over for 
trial by county court.

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Lead in Drinking Water 

The use of lead pipe in connection with many of our pri- 
vate and some of our public water supplies and the fact that 
many waters are active dissolvants of lead make it necessary to 
call attention to the evils that may result from the domestic use 
of such waters. 

The ease with which lead pipe can be worked, as well as 
the matter of cost, appeals to the builder of the private water 
supply in the country to-day as well as it did in the middle 
ages, when observations were noted that water sometime be- 
came poisonous through being distributed in lead pipes. The 
one great objection to its use is that it is somewhat soluble in 
certain waters, and lead, when taken into the system, acts as a 
cumulative poison. Lead poisoning is a complaint which may 
imitate almost any other complaint, and it is a point to con- 
sider that it may be prevalent here in Vermont. 

The symptoms of chronic lead poisoning, such, for exam- 
ple, as are liable to ensue after the continuous use of water con- 
taining small quantities of lead, are as follows ;— the symptoms 
are usually slow in progress. There is usually a rapidly devel- 
oping anaemia, with a consequent anaemic pallor of the skin. 
There is often constipation and indigestion, with a feeling of 
depression at the outset; then there may be a loss of appetite, 
an unquenchable thirst, a constant unpleasant metallic taste, and 
a foul odor in the breath. The countenance becomes dull and 
appears aniious. There is rarely any fever and the pulse is 
usually natural. The respiration is often rapid. There is fre- 
guently abdominal hardness and pain, the pain increasing as 
the case progresses, colic being the most common sjrmptom; but 
little urine is usually passed, and there is dysuria. Far more 
commonly lead paralysis is manifested. It may occur after a 
single attack of chronic lead poisoning, but is more often the 
result of a series of attacks, and occasionally occurs without 
being preceded by any attack. The upper extremities, and 
especially the extensor muscles, are most commonly attacked, 
those of the hand and forearm first suffering. The chief diag- 
nostic sign is the blue line upon the gums at the margin of the 
teeth. This is due to the formation, in the capillaries of the 
gums, of sulphide of lead. It is not invariably present. The 
presence of lead in the urine constitutes a valuable diagnostic 
symptom. In mild cases the prognosis is usually favorable 
when the exciting cause has been removed. But in severe cases. 
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and especially where paralysis exists as a consequence of lead 
poisoning, tbe injury may be permanent, and OGcaBioaally 
proves fatal. 

While the quantity of lead dissolved may be small and a 
single dose may not seriously harm the user of the wat«r, the 
continued use of water containing lead is harmful, lead being 
a cumulative poison. The exact amount of lead which may be 
taben into the system without producing harm is not definitely 
known and may vary with different people, but it is known that 
the continued use of water containing quantities of lead as 
small as .04 parts per million has caused serious injury to 
health. 

The Massaehoaetts State Board of Health has collected 
some very interesting results from several lead poisoning in- 
vestigations. These investigations have brought out many val- 
uable facts, among thsm that the most common symptoms were 
wrist-drop, constipation, and marked debility, and were pro- 
duced by the use of water containing as little as .1 part of lead 
in a million. A few eases are cited below and are taken from 
the fifty eases reported. 

Case 8. — ^Male adult. Loss of weight and strength with 
wrist-drop. Lead in urine. Analysis of drinking water showed 
.3 parts lead in a million. 

Case 9 — Male adult. Marked abdominal eolic with loss of 
weight and strength. Lead in urine. Water contained .46 
parts lead in a million. 

Case 13. — Female adult. Constipation, pain in back and 
complete loss of power of both legs. Lead in urine. Water con- 
tained .14 parts lead in a million. 

Case 42. — Male adult. Almost complete paralysis of legs. 
Water contained .04 parts lead in a million. 

These few typical eases of lead poisoning serve to empha- 
size the fact that the slightest trace of lead may produce 
disastrous results. 

During the last six years we have examined two hundred 
and forty specimens of water for lead and have found lead 
present in one hundred and eighty-four specimens, approxi- 
mately seventy-five per cent. The detailed table for the years 
covered by this report gives an idea of the varied amounts 
present. 

No special investigation of these supplies has been made, 
nor do we know, except in a few instances, that lead poisoning 
has been suspected, but so many lead-infected waters must cause 
disturbances which sooner or later will have evil effects. We 
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note that some of our public supplies use lead pipe and advise 
a change as soou as possible. 

Experimeuts in various places have shown that the pnrer 
the water is, the more often it attacks lead, and the pure, clear, 
and practically colorless supplies containing the most free car- 
bonic acid and dissolved gases, and the small and medium 
amount of mineral matters, are the ones which most actively 
attack lead. The constituents of water which tend to bring 
about corrosion of lead are carbtmdioxide, oxygen, ammonia, 
nitrates and free acids. The sabstances which, on the other 
band, exert a protective action include chlorides, carbonates, and 
silicates and probably sulphates. Nevertheless some compara- 
tively hard waters also attack lead, so that one may not be confi- 
dent that the water he is using is free from lead on account of 
it^ hardness. Inasmuch as the inSuences for and against cor- 
rosion are numerous and conflicting, the surest method of de- 
termining whether a given water will attack lead is to ascertain 
the truth by actual experiment. 

From the fact that lead pipe is in very general use for 
house-mains and private supplies and that chronic lead poison- 
ing is, comparatively speaking, a not very common trouble, it 
seems reasonable to conclude that with lie great majority of 
persons, the metal is eliminated with soEBcient rapidity to pre- 
vent accumulation and cumulative action. But in spite of the 
fact that waters from lead service pipes have been in use for 
years with no resulting sickness in the user, there is no reason 
for supposing that there never wiU be trouble. For this reason 
we advise that all water that is drawn throi]^h lead pipe should 
not be used for domestic purposes until it has been proven 
by analysis that it is free from lead.

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Health Officers' Report 

For Years 19« and i«7 

The law which requires the health oflBcers of the various 
towns and cities of the state to report biennially, to the secre- 
tary of the state board of health, "the sanitary condition and 
public health" of their towns, hasSjeen universally observed by 
health officers of the state this year. All did not report "in the 
month of January" as prescribed, but the secretary is pleased 
to announce the unprecedented fact that biennial reports have 
finally been received from every health officer in the state, and 
from every town, except one, Guildhall (which has no health 
officer at the present time). Blank forms were distributed to 
the health officers early in the year, as usual, for making these 
report*. The questions asked on these blanks were similar in a 
general way' to those of former years. They were as follows; 

1. How many meetings has your local board held during 
the biennial term? 

2. Have any changes or improvements been made in your 

a. Water supply? 

b. Sewerage system? 
e. Sehoolhouses ? 

d. Other public buildings? 

3. How many nuisances have you abated during the last 
two years? 

4. Communicable diseases. 

No. cases. No. deaths. No. separate outbreaks. 

5. Date of the last general vaccination! 

6. Has there been any unusual outbreak of disease? 

7. Number of sehoolhouses in your town used for school 
purposes? Give sanitary arrangements of each. Number of 
janitors. 

8. How many slaughter houses in your town? Have you 
inspected these and the meat markets? If so, give the result 
of such inspection. 

9. Have any instances of food or drug adulteration or 
misbranding come to your notice? Have you inspected dairies 
and creameriei? 

10. Mention any other facts in regard to the sanitary con- 
dition of your town. 

11. Have you prosecuted any offenses agamst the public 
health statutes? . 

12. Give the exact amount of your compensation tor the 
biennial term. 

13. Is every physician in your town supplied with blants 
for reporting contagious diseases? 
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The above questions cover the usual field of a health offi- 
cer's activity. Each health officer afaould be able to give ac* 
curate facts iu answer to each of these questions. White it may 
be said that the completeness of these answers this year is sn 
improvement over any former year, it must also be said that 
the statistics and facta contained in these reports are still far 
from satisfactory. The answers to some of tliese questions are 
80 generally vague, or lacking altt^ether, as to render them 
useless for purposes of tabulation by counties and for the state 
as a whole. At the same time, it is true that many health offi- 
cers have evidently striven to make complete and accurate 
returns. 

In this connection, it is to be remarked that many of our 
health officers evidently keep no written memoranda of their 
official doings. If they did so, the making of this biennial 
report would be a simple matter, and its accuracy would be 
greatly improved. 

The fallowing facts compiled from these individual reports 
go as far as their completeness now warrants. Tlie data fur- 
nished in answer to several of the questions are entirely 
omitted, for reasons above stated.

SIXTH BIENNIAL REPORT OP THE 



This table shows an improvement in the situation as a 
whole, as regards the number of towna in which the local board 
met and the number of meetings held. During the biennial 
term, 1904 and 1905, there were only 93 towns in which the 
local board met, and the number of meetings was only i79. 
The facts revealed by these figures are not yet satisfactory, 
but show an increasing interest in the importance of doing 
thorough and legal sanitary work. 

As stated in the last report: 

"Local boards should meet at least once a year in every 
town in the state, if for no other reason than to discuss local 
sanitary conditions. The result of such meetings would be in- 
variably an improvement in such conditions. It will be found 
that in the towns where the best health service is had, there 
are numerous meetings of the full board." 

It might further be said that the best health officers are 
those who not only call tiieir full local board together occa- 
sionally, but who also keep minutes of the proceedings of such 
meetings. Such records might be valuable in case of subsequent 
legal action by the board, and in time would be both interesting 
and valuable town records.

Said board shall, when necessary, issue to local boards of 
health its regulations as to the lighting, heating and ventilation 
of sehoolhouses, and shall cause sanitary inspection to be made 
of churches, sehoolhouses and places of public resort, and make 
such r^ulations for the safety of persons attending the same 
as said board deems necessary. Public buildings hereafter 
erected shall conform to the regulations of said board in respect 
to sanitary conditions and fire escapes necessary for the public 
health and for the safety of individuals in such public build- 
ings. A person, corporation, or committee intending to erect a 
public building shall submit plans thereof showing the method 
of heating, plumbing, ventilation and sanitary arrangements 
to the local health officer, and procure his approval thereof, 
or the approval of the state board of health, before erecting 
such building. 
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Section 5417, Erection of public buUding without approval of 
plana; penalty; repair of building iy health officer. 

A person, corporation or committee which erects a public 
buildiiiK without the approval and without complying with the 
regulationa of the state board of health as provided for in the 
preceding section, shall be fined not more than &ve hundred 
dollars nor leas than one hundred dollars, and shall make such 
building to conform to the regulations of said board before the 
same is used ; otherwise such building shall be deemed a nuisance, 
and be put in proper condition by the local health officer tinder 
the direction of said board at the expense of the owner. 

The answers made by health ofScers to the questions in 
regard to water supplies, sewerage sj^tems, schoolhouses and 
other public buildings may be condensed by counties.

Every health officer should have, in his office, a complete 
and accurate record of public building operations in his town, 
as relates to their heating, plumbing, lighting, ventilation, etc. 

"Public buildings," as defined by statute, are "churches, 
school buildings, hotels more than two stories high, and places 
of amusement more than one story high, and buildings, factories, 
miUs or work shops more than two stories high in which persons 
are employed above the second story," 

The statistics given above for changes and improvements 
in water and sewerage systems are undoubtedly quite accurate ; 
those given for changes and improvements in public buildings 
in the reports are nearly worthless. For this reason the figures 
for public buildings are omitted entirely. As an illustration of 
the valuelessness of the schoolhouse statistics, a single compari- 
son with the Report of the Superintendent of Education for 
tiie year 1906 suffices. The number of towns in Addison County 
ma^ng repairs or improvements in the school buildings, ac- 
cording to the health officers' reports for the biennial term, 
1906 and 1907, is 8. The Superintendent of Education reporta 
that in the year 1906 alone 13 towns made schoolhouse repairs. 

Health officers should be in a position to know about these 
changes in school buildings, as they are required by law to 
report on these buildings annually at the March meeting.

A comparisoa of this table with that of the years 1904 and 
1905 shows that there has apparently been more amall pox, diph- 
theria and croup, scarlet fever, typhoid fever, whooping cough, 
mumps and chicken pox than during the previous biennial term. 
The word "apparently" is used because it is without doubt true 
that our contagious diseases are more carefully and fully re- 
ported than ever before and that as a consequence the figures 
are larger. The per capita prevalence of the two diseases, diph- 
theria and typhoid fever, is given in the following table :

This table shows the variations in prevalence of these two 
preventable diseases in the various counties. The figures in the 
diphtheria column that attract attention are those for Chittenden 
County, which are large because of the endemic prevalence of 
. this disease in the city of Burlington, and those of Lamoille and 
Orange, two rural counties with no large towns, whose diphtheria 
rates are exceptionally low. 

Typhoid fever is most prevalent in Caledonia, Orleans and 
Essex Counties, the north-eastern comer of the state, and least 
prevalent in the counties of Lamoille and Orange. 

Some counties, notably Addison, Franklin and Bennington, 
show a material reduction in typhoid fever over the last report ; 
others, like Essex and Orleans, show a marked increase in the 
disease. 

In connection with the prevalence of infectious diseases re- 
ported, it is interesting to note the cause assigned by health offi- 
cers for the various outbreaks of disease of this character in their 
various localities. These reports throw a side-light on the success 
with which these diseases are handled by local health authorities. 

Scarlet fever outbreaks in various towns were traced to ex- 
posure at the following places: Bristol, The Moody School in 
Massachusetts, Crown Point, N. T., Huntington, Montpelier, 
Brandon, Barre City (2 cases), Northfield, Braintree, Moretown, 
Townshend, Wilinington, Stratton, Springfield, Mass,, Chester (2 
cases), Marlboro, Stoetbridge, Springfield, Hanover, N. H., and 
Rutland. 

Measles is attributed to railroad trains (2 cases). Bellows 
Falb.

Diphtheria was distributed from Burlington (5 cases), Con- 
necticut, Greenwich, N. Y., St. George, Fairfax, Sheldon, Mont- 
gomery, Boston, Mass., Graniteville, Albany, Northfield, St. 
Johnsbuiy, Brattleboro, Bennington, Walpole, N. H., and Han- 
over, N. H. 

Besides the diseases above mentioned there is a long list of 
towns which evidently did not take effective care of cases of 
mumps, German measles, and chicken pox. 

It will be seen that most of our towns and cities are guilty 
of some laxness in their methods of handling contagious dis- 
eases. While we arc open to the approach of diseases of this 
character from our neighboring states, most of our own outbreaks 
come from negligence or carelessness within our borders. 

It is certainly to be hoped that our health officers will cor- 
rect these evils, and if the publication of these facta leads to this 
result, it will bear the desired fruit. 

Another surprising revelation contained in this list, and one 
not at all creditable to the institutions mentioned, is the fact that 
several of our educational institutions allow contagious diseases 
to be distributed from them. When the head of a school or acad- 
emy discovers contagious disease among the pupils, his duty to 
the public must not be forgotten in his zeal to conseirve the in- 
terests of his institution. A person who, knowing himself to have 
any infectious disease, goes from one town to another, is liable to 
heavy penalty. (Sec See. 5452, Revised Statutes.)

Section 5461. Regulations; penalty. 

No person shall carry on the business of butchering in a 
building or upon premises within two hundred feet of a dwell- 
ing house without the consent in writing of the local board of 
health describing the building and premises and limiting the 
time stud person may carry on such business; and the secretary 
of the local board of health shall, in cases where such consent 
is given, make inspections when necessary of such building or 
premises wherein butchering is done, and direct and prescribe 
regulataons under which such business may be carried on. A 
person who violates a provision of this section shall be fined not 
more than three hundred dollars nor less than fifty dollars, 
with costs of prosecution. 

Under the authority of Act No. 113, of 1902, the following 
rules and regulations are promulgated by the state board of 
health of Vermont relative to the care of slaughter houses, the 
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conduct of the businese in such houses and the care of the car- 
casses of slaughtered animals, or meat products contained 
therein. 

RULE 1. (a). All establishments in which animals are 
slaughtered, or the meats and meat food products are prepared, 
cured, packed, stored, or handled, shall be suitably lighted, 
ventilated, supplied with running water, and maintained in a 
sanitary condition. All employees shall keep themselves clean. 
All work in such establisiments shall be performed in a cleanly 
and sanitary manner. All yards, premises adjacent to such 
establishments, or parts of the building, whether used or not, 
shall be maintained in a sanitary condition. The feeding of 
swine or other animals on the refuse of slaughter houses will 
not be permitted on the premises, and no use incompatible with 
proper sanitation shall be made of any part of the premises on 
which such establidunent is located. 

(b). Ceilings, side waUs, pillars, partitions, etc., shall be 
frequently whitewashed or painted, or, where this is imprac- 
ticable, th^ shall, when necessary, be washed, scraped, or other- 
wise rendered sanitary. Where floors or other parts of a 
building, or tables or other parts of the equipment, are so old 
or in such condition that they cannot readily be made sanitary, 
they shall be removed and replaced by suitable materials or 
otherwise put in a condition acceptable to the local board. All 
floors upon which meats are piled during the process of curing 
shall be so constructed that they can be kept in a clean and 
sanitary condition, and such meats shall also be kept clean. 

(c). All trucks, trays, and other receptacles, all chutes, 
platforms, racks, tables, etc., and all knives, saws, cleavers and 
otiier tools, and all utensils and machinery used in moving, 
handling, cutting, chopping, mixing, canning or other process, 
shall be thoroughly cleansed daily, if used. 

(d). The aprons, smocks, or other outer clothing of em- 
ployees who handle meat in contact with such clothing shall 
be of a material that is readily cleansed and made sanitary, and 
shall be cleansed daily, if used. Employees who handle meats 
or meat food products shall be required to keep their hands 
clean. 

(e). All toilet rooms, urinals, and dressing rooms shall be 
entirely separated from compartments in which carcasses are 
dressed or meats or meat food products are cured, stored, 
packed, handled or prepared. They shall be sufficient in nnm- 
ber, ample in size, and kept in a thorough sanitary condition. 
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(f). The rooms or (KHupartments in which meats or meat 
food products are prepared, cured, stored, packed or otherwise 
handled shall be lighted and ventilated in a manner acceptable 
to the local board, and shall be so located that odors from toilet 
rooms, catch basins, tank rooms, hide cellars, etc., do not per- 
meate them. All rooms or compartments shall be provided 
with cuspidors, which employees who expectorate shall be re- 
quired to use. 

(g). Persons affected with tuberculosis or any other com- 
municable disease shall not be employed in any of the depart- 
ments of establishments where carcasses are dressed, meats 
handled, or meat food products prepared. 

KULE 2. (a). Butchers who dress diseased carcasses shall 
cleanse their hands and all knives or other implements used in 
dressing such diseased carcasses, by thoroughly washing them 
and then disinfecting them in lysol, subsequently rinsing them 
in dear water, before dressing or handling a healthy carcass. 

(b). The attention of butchers and other persons dealing 
in animals which are to be, or the carcassses of those that have 
been slaughtered, which are intended to be sold for food, is 
called to Acts No. 175 and No. 182, of 1906. 



PROSECUTIONS UNDER THE PUBLIC HEALTH 

STATUTES. 

Prosecutions have been begun by local health officials as fol- 
lows, during the last biennial term: 

Bennington County — Party was convicted and fined for 
violating quarantine r^^ations. 

Caledonia County — Party was fined in justice court for 
failure to report a case of contagious disease. Appealed and 
nol pressed by State's Attorney. Party fined for removing diph- 
theria placard. 

Chittenden Comity — Two parties fined for watering milk. 
Party fined for violating quarantine. 

Franklin County — Party was compelled by legal measures 
to place fire-scapes on hotel and repair plumbing. 

Orange Comity — Party fined for butchering in village. 
Party fined for failing to connect with sewer. 

Orleans County— Party fined for failing to observe quaran- 
tine rules. 
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Hutland County — Party fined for watering milb. 

Windham County — ^Party fined for failing to comply with 
plumbing order. 

There have been more and more successful prosecutions un- 
der the health statutes than ever before. This indicates increased 
enei^ among health officials and improvement of public senti- 
ment. 

Sec. 5464. Report and prosecutions for violations of chap- 
ter; jurisdiction. — Each health officer shall report violations of 
the provisions of this chapter to the state's attorney of the 
county in which the offenses were committed, and said state's 
a^rney shall prosecute for such violations and for all viola- 
tiomj coming within his knowledge. Justices shall have con- 
current jurisdiction with the county court of offenses under this 
chapter.

The health service of the state costs the towns and cities 
$11,428.67 a year, and the towns which pay their health officers 
anything, pay on an average $58.60 each a year. The health 
officers are better paid each year, and they are still underpaid. 
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The town or city that pays best for this service, gets the best 
service. And no town is so small in area or population, or so 
poor in pocket that it oof^t not to pay its health officer Bcsnething 
for his services, for there is no town that does not need services 
of this kind. 

It is encouraging, however, to be able to report this year 
that the health officers are getting more pay, and that fewer 
towns pay nothing to these officers, than ever before.
